THIRTY THOUSAND MBN REBEL 
AGAINST LONG HOURS OF WORK 


All the Firemer, Employed a 
Pennsylvania Coal Mines 
Are on Strike 


FOR AN ElGHT HOUR DAY 
STRIKERS ARE FIGHTING 


Big Coal Companies Refuse To Make 
Concessions and Are Tied Up. 
Employers Make Desper- 
ate Efforts To Re- 
place Etrikers. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 16.—The strike 
order of President Mullahy, of the Fire- 
men’s Association of Pennsylvania, di- 
recting the men to strike today for an 


eight-hour day was obeyed by the men. ! 


Nine hundred members of the organiza- 
tion in this section of the state refused 
to go to work. 

Most of the strikers are employed as 
firemen at the coal mines and their fagl- 
ure to report for duty caused nearly 
all the collieries in the northern anthra- 
cite region to suspend operations, throw- 
ing out of work, it is estimated, 30,000 
men and boys. Some of the individual 
coal operators conceded the demands of 
their emplovees on condition that the 
short hour day was not to hold if the 
men employed by the big companies did 
not get the same concessions. 

The big coal companies, however, re- 
fused to make anv concessions. The of- 
ficials claimed that the demands of the 
firemen were unreasonable; that they had 
receiveli a 10 ner cent increase when the 
wages of the miners were raised 
autumn, and that the demands now made 
upon the companies was equal to a 2 
per cent advance. 

Unable To Replace Strikers. 

The strikers held a meeting in this 
city shortly before noon. Reports were 
received from all the districts and they 
showed that the strike from Pittston to 
Shickshinny fn this (Luzerne) county was 
! general. and that the coal companies were 


‘unable to secure men to fill the places | 


of the strikers, although it was claimed 
they had made desperate efforts to do so. 
The bést they could do, It was said. was 
to press the foremen and fire bosses into 
the service. This was done at 1 great 
many of the mines. Somebody had to 
do it, because there was danger of vreat 
damage being done by water and th 

accumulation of gas. ‘ 

Most of the large companies were suc- 
cessful in getting a sufficient number 
of men to keep the -"1mns running. Other 
small companies were not so fortunate. 
They were left entirely helpless when the 
firemen quit. 

Some of the hoisting engineers remained 
at their posts, but their services were not 
needed in the absence of the firemen. In 
Bome cases, so it is reported, where en- 
gineers were asked to do firing they 
refused and quit their jobs. 

The strikers claim that tha engineers 
are friendly to them and that they will 
not work with non-union men. President 
Mullahy said tonight that he had Infor- 
mation from all-over the northern region 
that the men were standing firm and 
that the engineers were with them. He 
thought the coa} companies would be 
unable to get new men and that the 
strike would soon come to an end. 

At the headquarters of the operators 
ft was claimed that the demands Of the 
strikers would not be entertained and 
that as soon as new men could be se- 
cured operations wuuld be resumed. The 
length of the strike will depend unon 
the miners. If they stand by the striking 
firemen, the lockout may be a long one; 
but if the miners return to work as soon 
as the companies fill the places of the 
strikers, the strike will be lost to the 
firemen. 


Friction Between Laborers. 


Despite reports to the contrary sent 
put by officials at the headquarters of 
the United Mine Workers, it is known 
that there is considerable friction be- 
tween the United Mine Workers and the 
firemen. The miners think that the strike 
is inopportune and that the firemen 
should have waited until April next, when 
the present agreement. between the op- 
erators and miners expire, before making 
their demands. It is also alleged that 
when the miners went on strike last 
fall the firemen remained at work and 
this has caused a little feeling. too. Still 
the United Mine Workers must be gov- 
erned by their leaders, and it is known 
that the heads of the organization in 
this section are in favor of the strikers. 
Some of the operators will be apt to 
put the United Mine Workers to the test 
and see whether they will live up to the 
agreement made with the operators last 
April. The agreement compels the miners 
to work at 4@ fixed rate of wages for 
one year. ‘here is no clause which per- 
mits the miners to remain out on sym- 
pathy strike. 

The strike did not affect industries in 
this or surrounding towns to any extent. 
Nearly all the large manufactureis ac- 
ceded to the demands of their firemen. 
The onlv notable exception was the Shel- 
don axle works, employing 1,400 men. 
That establishment shut down indefi- 
nitely. 

The strike center is the Wyoming coal 
fields. The failure “of the men in the 
Lehigh and Lackawanna regions to take 
concerted action is not received with fa- 
vor bv the strikers here. 


Twelve Thousand Are Idle. 


Scranton, Pa., July 16.—All the firemen 
of stationary engines at the Erie, Dela- 
ware and Hudson and Ontario and West- 
ern Railroad companjes’ mines, in the 
upper part of the Lackawanna valley 
from’ Peckviile to Forest City, went on 
@ strike today, forcing a compiete shut- 
down of twenty colliertes and the idle- 
ness of 12,000 mine workers. 

Brewery Firemen Are Out. 

Chicago, July 16.—Of the fifty-two brew- 
eries in Chicago six have agreed to the 
demands of the stationary firemen who 
struck yesterday, and were operated as 
usual today. The remainder were idle. 
The men demand $2 for an eight-hour 
day.

IS MARCHING BRAVELY ON 


Cincinnati, O., July 16—Judge C. D. 
Clark, of the United States district court, 
during the hearing of the motion to dis- 
solve the temporary injunc .on issued 
against the striking machinists, indicated 
very plainly to counsel for the defense 
what his opinion would be on two points 
invoived. He said that for vicketing an 
injunctign would be granted, but that 
acts of violence and even boycottng were 
not to be met by injunction. Said he: 


“T have arrived at the concluston be- 
yond all shadow of doubt that picketing 
is unlawful; that it is immoral and wrong. 
Counsel for the defense must understand 
plainly that I am opposed to picketing 
in ans form whatever, and that I will 
promptly make the power of this court 
felt against it.’’ 

He described picketing as intercepting 
men while going to or from the factory— 
anywhere, even miles away—by one man 
or by more than one, or-any interference 


with the ingress and egress of workmen. 
“But violence,’ he added, “is not to be 


+ 


remedied by injunction in this court. It 
is subject to the criminal jurisdiction of 
the state courts.” He announced that the 
decision of the case would rest on the 
point whether or not. it had been shown 
that there had been picketing. While his 
mind was made up on the law as to pick- 
eting, he asked counsel to cite authori- 
ties on that point. The arguments were 
begun, but as Judge Clark has a case 
to hear at Chattanooga tomorrow, the 
case will be taken up if he returns on 
the 24th instant. 
Denounce Government by Injunction. 
Milwaukee, Wis., July 16.—The National 
Glass Bottle Blowers’ convention today 
adopted a long resolution condemning 
“arbitrary usurpation of power by the 
courts,’’ an ‘“‘unwarranted abuse of extm- 
ordinary writ of injunction in disputes 
between employees and employer, which 
only resulted in the degradation of all 
that is best in American citizenship.”’ 
The resolution calls on all members to 
support an anti-injunction bill in con- 
gress.

The announcement occasioned 
no little surprise, inasmuch as the Con- 
cord recently was ordered home from 
the Asiatic station and sent to Unalaska 
to assist in enforcing the liquor laws.

miles from the city. Many Chattanooga 
people have summer homes there on the 
brow. Lightning plaved havoc, striking 
three or four houses and demolishing 
trees in yards. D. M. Steward’s house 
took fire and was saved only by the 
prompt action of the guests at a near 
by hotel. There were no casualties, but 
hundreds of dollars of damage was 
wrought. 


“BRYAN DEMOCRATS” OF OHIO 


Issue a Call and Denounce the Recent 
Convention. 

CleveJand, O., July 16.—The officia] call 
of the ‘‘Bryan democrats’’ of Ohio was 
issued today. It is addressed to ‘‘the 
Bryan democrats of Ohio,’’ and charges 
that the Ohio convention repudiated the 
two last democratic national platforms, 
and that the action of the convention was 
the re3ult of a conspiracy “‘mapped out 
at the headquarters in New York.’’ The 
call concludes as follows: 

“If the action of this convention stand 
unrebuked, then it must be understood 
ihat the democratic party as such has 
repudiated the principles enunciated in 
the Kansas City platform and ratified and 
approved the course pursued by the re- 
publican party upon the money ques- 
tion.

Second Strike Day Closed With 
Union Leaders salistled 
With the Situation,

AT SHAFFER'S COMMAND 
MEN ARE WALKING OUT 


Only One Small Mill Running—Un- 
ion Is Winning WNon-Union 
Men — Officers of Steel 
Trust Refuse To Dis- 
cuss Strike. 
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Pittsburg, Pa., July 16—The second 
strike day closed with the Amalgamated 
officials in a satisfied mood and claiming 
to have made good every promise as to 
results. On the other hand the manufac- 
turers will not say a word concerning che 
strike and wil] not be quoted in any way. 

The Amalgamated people say nothing 
has been said to them of any plan for 
mediation or arbitration and they will 
continue to carry out their programme as 
originally announced. 

The surprising strength of the Amal- 
gamated Association at points that were 
considered the strongholds of the non- 
union element is one of the features of 
the present steel strike. With the clos- 
ing of the Monessen hoop mill and the 
Clark mill today they tied up every plant 
of the American Steel Hoop Company 
with the exception of the small plant at 
Duncansville, Pa. These accessions are 
looked up as very important. Only one 
tin plate mill, that at Monessen, remains 
at work. Today word was received at 
Amalgamated headquarters stating that 
the men of the Duncansville plant were 
ready to close when ordered. 

President Shaffer said he had demon- 
strated that all the mills that he had 
demanded a scale for were under the 
control of the organization, 

Sympathetic Strike Not Likely. 

In regard to the threat of the president 
to call out al] the workmen in the other 
union plants of the United States Steel 
Corporation made on Saturday, a signifj- 
cant statement from him today that just 
now he was not in the sympathetic strike 
business, is looked upon as meaning that 
for the present the men will be allowed 
to continue at work. President Shaffer 
announced that strike benefits will go to 
the idle men from the time of the actual 
inauguration @f this strike yesterday. 
The association has a substantial fund, 
he says, and the men remaining at work 
in plants outside of the big steel com- 
bine will pay liberally to support the 
strike. Moreover, many of the idle men 
are anxious for a vacation. He is prepar- 
ing a cirdular of information on the 
strike. He said of it: 

“It will be a circular letter to the gen- 
eral membership of our order stating our 
position, arguments and expectations.” 

When asked about President Mitchell's 
statement last night, President Shaffer 
said: 

‘“T shall not ask the miners to go on 
such a strike. God help the poor cral 
miner! He is the best union man in the 
world and the poorest paid of them all. 


He has troubles enough of his own and: 


we have no desire to invoive him. But 
while I shall not invite nor solicit a sym- 
pathetic strike, the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation stands ready at any time to effect 
an alliance with the United Mine Workers 
or any other kindred organization, many 
of whose members are employed by the 
United States Steel Corporation.’’ 
President Rees reported to headquar- 
ters that he had organized the men in the 
William Clark’s Sons mill, and as a result 
the plant was closed today. This mill was 
the only hoop plant in the eity that 
worked vesterday and it has been non- 
union since 1899. The Scottdale and Old 
Meadow plants are still at work, but 
nothing was heard from Saltsburg. 


Plants Affected by Strike. 


A revised list of the plants of the three 
combinations affected by the strike was 
prepared this morning, together with the 
numiber of skilled workers. In the mills 
of the American Tin Plate Company 
twenty-five men are employed in three 
turns in each mill. The tin plate combi- 
nation employs at its 270 mills, 7,290 skilled 
workers. Of this number 6,966 are on 
strike, and 324 are working at the Nation- 
al works at Monessen. 

The Amalgamated men employed on 
each turn in a sheet mill number fifteen. 
Each mill employs forty-five skiied men. 
The American Sheet Steel Company em- 
ploys 7,470 men in its 166 mills. Of this 
number 2,250 skilled men are at work at 
fifty mills that have not been closed by

GEORGIAN HAS BEEN UNDER 
HIS TREATMENT FOR YEAR 


Dr. Charles A. Dana, of New York, 
Declares a Permanent and Se- 
rious Loss of Health Would 
Follow the Campaign 
Work. 


Savannah, Ga., July 16—(Special.j— 
Hon, Fleming G. duBignon will not be a 
candidate for the next democratic nomi- 
nation for the governorship of Georgia. 

This announcement {ts definite and con- 
clusive, Mr: duBignon’s determination be- 
ing based upon the decision of his physi- 
clan, Dr. Charles L. Dana, who is one 
of the most prominent specialists in New 
York and under whose treatment Mr. 
duBignon has been for the past year. Mr. 
duBignon left here a week ago for the 
purpose of consulting with Dr. Dana, and 
determined to be governed entirely by his 
physician’s advice as to whether or not 
he should enter the gubernatorial race. 

His Physician’s Order. 


He has seen Dr. Dana and the latter 
writes as follows: 

“Hon, F. G. duBignon has been under 
my observation and care for over a year. 
While his trouble is arrested and he has 
improved, he would seriously risk a re- 
lapse and permanent and serious loss of 
health if he entered into a strenuous life 
like that of politics.’’ 

This decision at once determined Mr. 
GuBignon’s course and he has written to 
his partner here, saying among other 
things: 

“Of course Dr. Dana’s opinion settles 
the matter and I must put my gubernato- 
rial aspirations behind mé, however keen. 
the disappointment. Tf explained to Dr. 
Dana that my friends had been kind 
enough to say that they would relieve 
me of most of the physical labor of the 
campaign, but his opinion is that the 
mental anxiety and strain even without 
the physical work, would be very in- 
jurious and that I must decide between 
Hnvalidism and politics. This  oinion 
leaves me no other alternative than to 
have the announcement definitely made 
that I will not be a candidate “for Fov- 
ernor. It is the decision of my physician 
rather than my own conclusion. I would 
not make any announcement in reference 
to the matter thus early were it not for 
the fact that delay would be unjust to the 
overwhelming sentiment in south Georgia 
which has crystallized upon the idea that 
this section of the state should name the 
next governor of Georgia. 

Had All South Georgia. 

“For more than a year I have been re- 
ceiving the most conidial assurances of 
support, not only from north Georgia, 
but from almost every county in south 
Georgia and had I announced as a can- 
didate I believe I would have carried 
practically the whole of south Georgia. 
Sentiment in our section of the state 


has never been centered as strongly as it 


is now upon the idea that south Georgia 
a candidate who ig 
really a south Georgian. I should have 
fwreferred to wait before making this 
annoumcement of my conclusion, but 
felt that it was due my friends and the 
section of the state in which I live that 
they be made acquainted with the situa- 
tion so that they might act accordingly. 
A. Personal Disappointment. 

‘My name has been mentioned so of- 
ten in connéction with this office that 
I wish it clearly understood that this is 
personally a great disappointment to me. 
I am out of- politics except to work and 
vote in the ranks of the party. I will, 
of course, resign my position as chair- 
man of the state democratic committee 
in due time.”

The fact that many 
cases had been nol prossed soon became 
known this morning and created a great 
deal of surprise and comment. The cases 
thus thrown out of court were for the 
most part made by the early workers in 
the cause of the league. 

Others under indictment for gambling 
and other offenses and whose cases are 
yet to come up feel greatly encouraged 
over the failure of the law and order 
league to secure convictions. Sam Jones 
Started the crusade and it ’»oks as if he 
will have to return if he wants it to be 
successful. 


POWERS OF REfORDER’S COURT. 


No Effort Will Be Made To Increase 
the Jurisdiction. 

Macon, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)—There 
is a rumor afloat that a bill may be intro- 
duced at the next session of the legisla- 
ture to enlarge the powers of the record- 
er’s court of Macon, s80,.as to give: the 
recorder jurisdiction to try misdemeanor 
cases that occur in the city of Macon, 
instead of having té commit such cases 
to the city court, as is now the law. It is 
not probable that any such bill will be in- 
troduced. Mayor Smith and the aldermen 
will certainly not father the bill. 

Some years ago a committee of fifty of 
the leading citizens of Macon were ap- 
pointed on a committee to draft a new 
charter for the city,‘ the charter to be 
submitted to the people of the city for 
ratification after it had been formulated. 
At this time the subject of the power of 
the city recorder was discussed at. con- 
siderable length and the framers of the 
charter were in favor of making the 
powers of the recorder very great. 

It was a general sentiment among the 
members of the committee appointed to 
get up the new.charter to give the city 
recorder, in addition to the powers now 
vested in that official, the power to han- 
dle all misdemeanor cases originating in 
his court. Such a clause would have been 
embodied -in the new charter but for the 
fact that a wrangle was promised, on the 
part of the county officials, from whom 
such a measure would take a great deal 
of revenue. When the county officials in 
office at that*time assured the committee 
that suck’ a clause, if embodied in the 
charter - city, would be fought by 
them to aged ng end, it was deemed ad- 
visable to leAye the clause out rather 
than have a wrangle about it, although 
the recorders of many southern cities are 
given similar power. 

Since the last session of this ‘‘charter 
committee”’ the matter of increasing the 
power of the city recorder has been dis- 
cussed in one way and another by outside 
parties from time to time, but the city 
officials have taken no stock in the dis- 
cussion. 

For offenses against the ordinances of 
the city of Macon the recorder has the 
power to impose a fine not exceeding $6500 
and imprisonment on the chaingang not 
exceeding six months.

\uditorium with a Capacity of Five 
Thousand People Will Be One 
of the Features of the 
Great Change To Be 
Made. 


Macon, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)\—At a 
meeting of mayor and council tonight a 
resolution, introduced by Chairman 
Moore, of the finance committee, was 
unanimously adopted to remodel the 
city hall and build an annex thereto, so 
as to provide additional office rooms and 
a new council chamber. The addition 
will also include an auditorium for pub- 
lic purposes with a seating capacity of 
2,000 persons. The present council cham- 
ber will be converted into offices. The 
improvements must not exceed $16,000. 

In the general appropriation ordinance 
for this year, adopted last January by 
the city council, an appropriation of $10,- 
000 was made to institute and maintain 
one additional fire company. An ordl- 
nance was passed tonight repealing this 
ordinance and directing that the money 
be placed in the general treasury funds 
of’ the city. It is now intended to use 
this money in remodeling the city hall 
and building the auditorium annex to 
the hall. 

The council also decided tonight that 
the west side of Mulberry street be paved 
with vitrified brick, from Second street 
to Spring street. Some of the paving will 
be paid for in cash and some will be done 
under the twenty-year plan of payment.

BLOW ON COMBINE

the strike. The number of skilled men on 
strike is 5,220. 

In the American Steel Hoop Company 
there are 7,000 skilled workmen, and all 
but 250 at the Duncansville plant are idle. 

This makes 19,000 skil-ed wokmen out 
at present. It is estimated that the un- 
skilled labor effected will run the total 
close to the claim of 74,000 idle men made 
by the Amalgamated association. The 
best order prevailed today. 

The following telegram was received to- 
night: 

“Wellsville, 16.—The Wellsville 
rolling mill will be run and it wil] be 
run non-union. It will start tomorrow. 
If it could not be run non-union it never 
would be run at all.”’ 

This statement was made today by P. F. 
Smith, of Pittsburg, district manager of 
the American Sheet Steel Company. He 
was here this morning and made an ad- 
dress to the striking mill men» He told 
them they had no grievance, that they 
had been well cared for in the past and 
would be in the future. 

May Cause Trouble. 

The announcement that the mijll will be 
started tomorrow and started non-union 
has given rise to no little speculation 
and uneasiness among the, citizens. Many 
of the strikers, expecting prolonged idle- 
ness, have left the city for hunting and 
fishing camps. No new men have been 
brought in, and how Manager Smith ex- 
pects to start tomorrow is a matter of 
conjecture. Today, as yesterday, only a 
few laborers were working. 

The foregoing is the first indication as 
yet given by the manufacturers that 
they were other than passive participants 
in the big strike. Wellsville is looked 
upon by both sides as an important point 
and developments are anxiously awaited 
by all. 

The position of the Tin Workers’ Pro- 
tective Association in the strike was set- 
tled today by the following telegram: 

“Elwood, Ind., July 16.—Our associa- 
tion is bound by an agreement with the 
company to work, provided they live up 
to their contracts. If the company in- 
troduce black plate worked by non-union 
men our men will be called out. The 
Amalgamated people will have our full 
support if necessary. 

“GEORGE POWBLL.” 
Shaffer on the Strike. 

According to the official statement made 
by the manufacturers’ conferees who met 
the Amalgamated Association represen- 
tatives and failed to agree on a settle- 
ment of the strike, the manufacturers 
did not refuse the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation the right to organize their milis. 
According to the declaration of President 
Shaffer, of the association, ail that was 
asked of the officers was the right to 
organize the non-union plants of the com- 
panies interested. The strike, therefore, 
has not been clearly explained. 

Tonight President Shaffer, when ques- 
tioned regarding the position of the man- 
ufacturers on this point, said: 

“No matter what they now say, the 
fact remains that they refused the Amal- 
gamated men the right to organize their 
non-union plants.”’ 

He did not believe the accredited state- 
ments on this point from Vice President 
Arms were correct. 

“If they are and the manufacturers are 
willing to allow the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation to organize the non-union plants, 
then’’—and the leader of the irQ& worke f: 
grew intensely in earnest—"I say the 
strike is all off. 

“We have never once asked the manu- 
facturers to compe) the men in their non- 
union mills to join our organization. We 
do not want coerced men in. the Amal- 
gamated Association. If the manufac- 
turers will abrogate that part of the con- 
tract with non-union men in their mills 
that makes them agree to — from 
joining our organization or any other and 
removes the restrictions that are now on 
those men and allow us to work quietly, 
unmolested among them and seek to in- 
duce them to come to us, we will not 
ask anything further. Our demand was 
that they should do this. We asked that 
they sign the union scale #o the men 
could become union.” 


Steel Men Reticent. 

New York, July 16.—At the close of the 
day today a representative of the highest 
interest in the United States Steel Cor- 
poration authorized the statement that > 
no conference concerning the steel strike 
had taken place today and that none is 
likely to take place until the Amalga- 
mrated Association recedes from its pres- 
ent atlitude. The additional statement is 
made that on this point there can be no 
compromise and that the heads of the 
constituent companies will not unionize 
such mills as up to this time have em- 
ployed nen-union men. 

J. Pierpont Morgan would not be quoted 
at all about the strike, neither would any 
of his partners. In fact, all other officers 
of the United Steel Corporation were most 
reticent on the subject, so much so that 
those who talked relative to it on Monday 
refused even to see newspaper reporters 
today. ; 

Charles M. Schwab, president of the 
corporation, is reported to have held a 
long conference with Mr. Morgan in the 
latter's’ office at midday. When the ques- 
tion whether an attempt would at once 
be made to operate the closed mills, with 
non-union labor was sent into Mr. 
Schwab, -.he sent back word that he was 
too busy to be interviewed. 

The report from Pittsburg that there 
would be a conference here which would 
result in sume offer to the union men was 
not borne out by the day’s events, 

Yet another rumor of the day was that 
officers of the steel corporation had ar- 
ranged for a force of detectives from a 
well known agency for safeguarding the 
mills should an effort be made at them 
to resume business. No information con- 
cerning this could be had.

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SESSION ONLY ONCEIN FOUR 


YEARS IN ALABAMA NQW 


Legislature in the Cotton State 
Won't Convene Often in 
the Future, 


HFTY DAYS 1S LIMIT 
OF LAW-MAKERS’ TIME 


Constitutional Convention Is Now 
Hunting a Way To Continue Its 
Work After Saturday and 
To Secure Pay for the 
Delegates. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 16.—(Special.)— 
The fertilizer tag tax bobbed up in the 
constitutional convention today in the 
Shape of a special ordinance introduced 
by Mr. Samford to reduce it to 10 cents. 

The article on legiSiative department 
came up, Governor Oates, as chairman, 
leading. The first change made in the 
old constitution was to substitute “‘legis- 
lature’ for ‘‘general &Assembly’’ as the 
title of the law-making body in Alabama. 

After a stubborn fight the state elec- 
tions, heretofore occurring on the first 
Monday in August, were put on the same 
day in November as the federal elec- 
tions. To everybody’s surprise the prop- 
osition to elect members of the legisla- 
ture every four years was adopted al- 
most without opposition. The old pro- 
vision that state senators shall be twen- 
ty-seven years old was changed to twen- 
ty-five as the minimum age. 

The great fight of the day was on the 
proposition to have a session of the legis- 
lature every four years, to last only fifty 
Rays. This was contested by about one- 
third of the convention, but the majority 
steadily held down all amendments. The 
section was finally adopted amid great 
confusion, and a haif dozen delegates 
gave notice of a motion to reconsider to- 
morrow. 

The special economy committee report- 
ed today and recommenued the cutting 
off of some committee clerks and half 
the ten pages along with the two mes- 
penger boys. The pages had, however, 
made a successful campaign and had 
four-fifths of the convention pledged to 
stand by them. The pages still hold the 
fort, as do the messengers. 

A live question is now up to Attorney 
General Brown. The legislature pro- 
vided pay for the convention for only 
fifty ‘days. That time is up Saturday 
next. The convention will undertake by 
special ordinance to make an appropria- 
tion for its expenses. The auditor and 
treasurer have called on thé attorney 
general for his official opinion as to the 
legality of such an appropriation, and 
on his opinion depends whether they will 
honor the convention’s order on the 
treasury.

UNFAIR WORK IS ALLEGED 


Kernaghan at the State Capital May 
Have To Face Two Members of 
President McKinley’s Cab- 
inet at Most Any 
Time. 


Jackson, Miss., July 16.—(Special.)—The 
People’s Defender. qa local republican or- 
gan, brings some serious charges against 
Captain H. M. Kernaghan, postmaster 
at Jackson, and demands that Secretary 
Gage and Postmaster General Smith at 
once make an investigation. 

Captain Kernaghan-is also the custodian 
of the government property in this city, 
and The Defender charges that he has 
been guilty of flagrant nepotism in award- 
ing contracts to his son in law, H. K. 
Hardy, who, it is alleged, secures certain 
persons to bid for government work, with 
the understanding that these bids are to 
be sent into the treasury department, 
and that they never reach the depart- 
ment, with the result that Hardy gets 
the work. 

It is charged that Hardy has secured 
the contracts for all work recently let at 
the government building, and that ma- 
terials and fixtures which are of no fur- 
ther use at the building are disposed of to 
him at private sale, without the usual 
formality of an advertising| 

In conclusion, The Defender charges 
that the carpets recently taken up at the 
building have been carted away myste- 
riously, and that the plastering contract 
recently finished is of the most defective 
kind. 

The charges are attracting considerable 
attention in view of the spirited fight for 
the postmastership now in progress be- 
tween Captain Kernaghan and R. O. Ed- 
wards, and they are expected to have 
some effect in the matter. It is likely 
that Captain Kernaghan will reply to 
the charges, although he has not yet 
done so. 


MISSISSIPPI WILL MAKE SHOW. 


Sure To Be Represented at 
Charleston and St. Louis. 


Jackson, Miss., July 16.—(Special.)—E. 
L. Sykes and S. D. McNair, the Missis- 
sippi commissioners to the Charleston ex- 
position, express confidence that a suita- 
ble display of Mississippi’s resources will 
be made at the exposition and arrange- 
ments are now being made with mill own- 
ers and timber manufacturers to this end.

While a good rain is an immediate need, 
the cotton crop is not in serious danger 
at present and is apparently thriving on 
the intense heat.

POWERS ARE DEADLOCKED 
OVER CHINESE INDEMNITY 


Prospect fora Conclusion of 
the Negotiations Is Grow. 
ing. Darker 


TROUBLE HAS ARISE 
QVER PLAN OF PAYMENT

Russia and Great Britain at Cross 
Purposes and Nothing Can Be 
Done Until Concessions 
Are Made — China 
Urges Action.

Pekin, July 16.—The ministers of the 
powers now freely admit that the pros- 
pect of a conclusion of negotiations is 
growing darker. The situation is most 
serious, as the deadlock has continued 
for more than a month. The meeting ar- 
ranged for today was postponed because 
it was apparent that the proceedings 
would be fruitless. 

It was at the meeting of July 11th that 
the ministers reached something in the 
nature of an agreement as to the indem- 
nity. But almost immediately a radical 
developed between Great 
Britain and Russia as to the details of 
the plan of payment. All the ministers 
were in accord with the scheme early 
in June, subject to the approval of their 
governments; but Great Britain disap- 
proved the arrangement on the ground 
that it did not adequately protect her 
commercial interests. 

The neutral ministers assert that either 
Great Britaain or Russia must make ma- 
terial concessions before a conclusion of 
the agreement is possible. Meanwhile 
the committees of the ministers are 
working upon comparatively unimpor- 
tant details, such as improvements in 
navigation; but if the financial question 
was settled the negotiations could be 
closed in a day. 

Li Hung Chang keeps sending stren- 
uous requests to the ministers of the 
powers to present a complete plan. He 
represents that China is willing to ac- 
cept any reasonable terms, and is chiefly 
anxious to know definitely what the pow- 
ers require, so that she may begin com- 
pliance with the terms. 

The ministers regard newspaper accu- 
sations of procrastination on their part 
as exceedingly unjust. The governments, 
and not the ministers, are responsible, 
the ministers say, for the deadlock.

HE HOPES FOR SPEEDY PEACE. 


Sir Gordon Sprigg Discusses the 
South African Situation. 

Cape Town, July 16.—Sir John Gordon 
Sprigg, in the course of his address be- 
fore the vigilance committee, expressed 
the opinion that the state of affairs was 
more hopeful today. than at any time 
since the outbreak of hostflities. Com- 
munications were passing between Lord 
Kitchener and the Cape government re- 
garding the best course to be taken with 
the view to bringing the war to a speedy 
close. Mr. Sprigg was satisfied that an 
arrangement would be reached between 
General Kitchener and the Cape govern- 
ment and that.a very considerable im- 
provement might be looked forward to 
in a short time. 

Mr. Sprigg said he was entirely satis- 
fied that as long as Lord Salisbury re- 
mained in power there would be no 
shadow of anything in the nature of go- 
ing back. He deprecated the suspension 
of responsible government, as it might 
possibly cause changes in the position 
of the British political parties. 

The Cape government entirely sympa- 
thized with the announced policy of the 
imperial government. The Cape cabinet 
had been rendering all possible support 
to the imperial government and intended 
to continue its support, with full assur- 
ance that the imperial authorities would 
not vary their policy, which he under- 
stood was to wipe out the last vestige 
of republicanism in South Africa. 

England, Mr. Sprigg added, had con- 
sulted the Cape cabinet in regard to 
South Africa’s condition. The cabinet 
strongly held the opinion, which was 
shared by the imperial government, that 
first there must be a period of military 
rule, followed by a crown colony govern- 
ment for the new colonies’ The Cape 
government recommended a larger 
scheme of immigration. Federation must 
not be hurried. 


CARDINAL GIBBONS IS DINED. 


Prelate Entertained in London—He 
Talks of the Pope. 

London, July 16.—Cardinal Gibbons was 
entertained at dinner tonight st the Bra- 
zilian legation and several distinguished 
peers and diplomats were present. 

To a representative of the Associated 
Press he said: 

“IT hope to meet Cardinal Vaughan, tho 
will return to London tomorrow and 
spend several days with me. I shall de- 
vote the next few weeks to rest in Eng- 
land and fTreland. I had a delightful time 
in Rome, where the apparently_ miracu- 
lous health and strength of the pope 
cause constant surprise. 

“The interest displayed by the pope in 
the United States is as intense as ever, 
and he is thankful to know that the prog- 
ress of the church in the United States 
keeps pace with America’s commercial 
development. He astonishes every one by 
his powers Of memory and his familiarity 
with every detail of American life. 

“T have been in many countries in Eu- 
rope, and have returned to the United 
States once more convinced of the won- 
derful future in store tor us if we main- 
tain the educational, religious and com- 
mercial progress s9 well begun. 

“So far as the Philippines are concern- 
ed, there are many yroDiems, incQuding 
the disposition of church property, which 
the holy see is anxious to have solved 
on the basis of fairness which character- 
izes American policy generally. It is 
impossible for me to discuss the recent 
church legislation in France. It has 

iven the pope some concern, but it is a 
ocal matter of which I cannot talk.” 


LIFE SENTENCE FOR AQUINO. 


Filipino General Responsible for 
Murder of Captive Soldiers. 

Manila, July 16.—The insurgent general, 
Gebarro, with seventy men, has surrend- 
ered to the authorities at Legaspi, Albay 
province. 

General Aquino, who has been proved 
to be responsible for the murder of five 
captive soldiers of the 12th United States 
infantry, has been sentenced to impris- 
onment for life.

ON IN MEMPHIS 


Three Hundred “Coal Miners 
Walk Out in a Body 


UNLY UNION MEN WANTED 


Carpenters and Diggers Quit Because 
‘Contractors Declined To Force 
All Workmen To Join the 
Associations — Suit 
Against Southern. 


Memphis, Tenn., July 16.—(Special.)— 
Memphis is becoming a strike center. To- 
day 300 coal miners of the Gallaway Coal] 
Company of this city, walked out of the 
mines because the company refused to 
force all employees into the union. About 
forty carpenters employed on the new 
Gayoso ‘building struck this morning af- 
ter employers declined qa demand for the 
removal of a non-union foreman. How- 
ard Mullen, a New York machinist, im- 
ported to work in the Southern railway 
shops in place of strikers, sued the rail- 
road company for damages, claiming that 
the officials misrepresented the local sit- 
uation. He wag unaware of the pending 
strike until he had reached Memphis. 


STRIKER IS GIVEN ACQUITTAL. 


Machinist at Charleston Is Arraigned 
for Assault and Battery. 

Charleston, S. C., July 16.—(Special.)— 
Arthur T. Simons, a machinist, formerly 
in the service of the Southern railway, 
was acquitted today on a charge of as- 
Sault and battery committed upon the 
person of Trainmaster Shea. Simmons 
was charged with having been in the 
party who held up the special train to 
take off the new men sent here by the 
Southern, and because he remonstrated 
Shea alleged that Simmons assaulted 
him. A large crowd of strikers gathered 
around the courtroom. After the hear- 
ing there was a big demonstration, and 
when Major Joseph W. Barnwell, coun- 
sel for the Southern, who conducted the 
prosecution, came out, he was hissed 
time’ aiid again by the strikers. Major 
Beérnwell did not notice the hissing. 

While “the trial was in progress the 
Southern managed to get another party of 
machinists to the shops, but a big squad 
of police met the train and prevented a 
clash. The strikers are still maintaining 
a blockade around the building.

French Minister of Public Works At- 
tacked by Woman. 


CLAIMED SHE SHOT IN AIR 


Woman and Husband Have Griev- 
ance Against Government and 
Wanted to Force Hearing. 


Paris, July 16.—M. Baudin, minister of 
public works, was shot at while driving 
to a cabinet meeting at the Elysee palace 
today by a woman, who was accompanied 
by a nine-year-old child. M. Baudin was 
not hit and proceeded to the Elysee pa!l- 
ace. The woman’s name is Mme. Olzew- 
sky and she said she lived at Nanterre. 

Mme. Olzewsky appears, according to 
later accounts, to have fired her pistol in 
the air when M. Baudin’s carriage was 
passing. She said she thought M. Del- 
casse, minister of foreign affairs, was in 
the carriage, and fired to call attention 
to a grievance. Her grievance was based 
on the fact that in 1896 her husband, 
Count Olzewsky, was inveigled from Nice 
across the frontier to the Itallan terri- 
tory, where he was arrested, on false 
denunciation, as a spy. He was released 
a month later and asked the French gov- 
ernment, through the ministtry of foreign 
affairs, to demand of Italy payment of 
100,000 francs compensation, asserting 
that his arrest had ruined his business. 
He received from the foreign office sums 
amounting to 2,800 francs and a position 
as tax collector, or receiver for the gov- 
ernment, near Paris worth 2,800 francs a 
year. He and his wife were dissatisfied 
and frequently pestered M. Delcasse. 
Mme. Olzewsky was so importunate that 
she was several times expelled from the 
building of the department of foreign 
affairs. She knew neither M. Delcasse 
nor M. Baudin. She says that M. Del- 
casse owes her considerable money for 
information and services rendered 
France. 


ARMED MEN ATTACK TRAIN. 


Seven Passengers Were Killed—Mex- 
ican Guards Are in Pursuit. 
Cordova, Mex., July 16.—A train on the 
Vera Cruz and Pacific railroad was at- 
tacked recently by a large force of armed 
men at Tierrablanca, a small. station. 
Seven men on the train were killed. As 
soon as the news of the attack reached 
Cordova a force of rurales was sent to 
the scene and is now in pursuit of the 
mob. The cause of the attack is not 
known here. It is safd to have been made 
by men who were formerly employed in 

the construction of the road. 


DEFEAT FOR THE GOVERNMENT 


Unimportant in 1 Itself, but Indicative 
of Growing Discontent. 


London, July 16.—The government sus- 
tained a defeat in the house of lords 
today which, although quite unimportant 
in itself, was indicative of the growing 
discontent. The incident arose from the 
question whether a model of the new war 
office should be made and exhibited. 
Lord Lands@wne, the foreign secretary, 
refused to entertain this proposition but 
on division the motion whs carried, 40 to 
20. The announcement of these figures 
was greeted with prolonged cheers.

Jackson, Miss., July 16.—(Special.)—

~ Rain Has Fallen, but It Did 
Very Little Good. 


CORN CUT OFF ONE-HALF 


And Unless General Rains Come 
Speedily, the Percentage Will 
Be Greater—Water Is Badly 

Needed for Fire Pro- 
tection. 


Topeka, Kas.; July 16.—While rain has 
fallen during the past twenty-four hours 
in various parts of Kansas, the drouth is 
not yet broken and little benefit has been 
experienced by the crops. The rains have 
been local showers and their only ef- 
fect has been to cool the atmosphere and 
freshen vegetation. The refreshing 
breeze from the south today made the 
weather more bearable than any day dur- 
ine the past month. Two places in the 
state report a temperature of 107, but the 
average has been about 99. 

Reports of blighted crops continne to 
come in. A hopeful tone pervades 
most of the reports, however. In the 
eastern division of the state crops are 
suffering more than in any other. The 
danger done fm the central part is less 
severe, while in the western part the 
conditions are the most favorable. 

The corn crop is not the only thing at 
stake. To obtain water for stock and for 
fire protection is a much studied problem, 
and one that will not be solved until the 
coming of rain.» Previous estimates of 
half a crop of corn this year will still 
hold good in case more rain comes within 
the present week. Late apples have been 
hurt but little, while peaches are dam- 
aged more and small fruits have failed 
almost entirely. 

F. C. Coburn, secretary of the state 
board of agriculture, does not share in 
the general opinion that ruin will come 
upon Kansas as a result of the recent 
drv spell. The damage to hay and corn 
has been serious but the deficiency will 
be nearly made up by the great crops of 
Kaffir corn and alfalfa that have been 
raised. 


PRAY FERVEMSLY FOR RAIN. 


Solemn Services Are Held by the 
Citizens of Omaha. 


Omaha, Neb., July 16.—Rev. Morton 
Smith, the noted English evangelist, who 
‘is conducting revival services in the 
cities of the west, tonight led a congrega- 
tion of several thousand people in prayers 
for a rain which will prevent business 
annihilation in the corn belt. an im- 
mense tent was erected in a small park 
located in the heart of the residence 
district and in this were seated hundreds 
of the members of the congregations of 
the city. About the tents, the sidewalks 
of which were raised, was massedacrowd 
of citizens of all classes and al! religious 
beliefs, partaking in the exercises, raising 
their voices in solemn, powerful invoca- 
tion spoken by the eminent divine. So 
impressive were the services and so deep- 
ly supplicating were the prayers that a 
general expression of belief was heard 
that the invocation would be answered 
with a downpour in time to save the 
crops and prevent disaster.

PARROT DIES SAVING LIVES. 


St. Louis, July 16.—The frightened. half 
stifled cries of a parrot, hanging help- 
lessly in its cage near an elevator shaft, 
up which dense volumes of smoke were 
pouring, saved the lives of several ten- 
ants who were sleeping soundly in the 
rooms above Haffner’s drug store at 
Manchester and Ewing avenues this 
morning. 

J. C. Haffner, who with his wife and 
three year old child, Marie, was sleeping 
on the second floor, was the firét to 
awaken. He was choking and coughing. 
Thourh it was lirht outside, the blinds 
of the room had been drawn, and it was 
filled with smoke. He arose quickly and 
groped about trying to find a window; 
finding one, he ran back for his wife and 
child. The little one was nearly insensi- 
ble. Mrs. Haffner carried it quickly to 
the air, and then the three stepped out 
of the window and stood on a rickety 
narrow porch. 

Ladders were quickly thrown against 
the house and the druggist and his fam- 
ily were taken down by the firemen. 
Haffner fainted. Miss Elsie Sullens took 


charge of the baby and resuscitated it. 
While the firemen were stringing hose 
cries were heard from the third-story 
windows. The ladders were pushed far- 
ther up and Mr. and Mrs. W. F. Ratcliffe, 
Ernest Ratcliffe and John Martin were 
taken down. Mrs. Ratcliffe had been 
nearly suffocated. 

Mr. Haffner remembered “Jack,” 
parrot, and he and a fireman groped 
through the smoke wu~ a rear stairway 
to save him. The cage was removed. It 
was so hot it almost burned Mr, Haff- 
ner’s hands. ‘‘Jack’s’’ cries were hushed, 
for the ~arrot was lying on the bottom 
of the cage dead. 


PRISONERS DEMAND LUXURIES. 

Paterson, N. J., July 16.—The prisoners 
at the county jail here in the recent hot 
spel] decided that the county should sup- 
ply them with ice water, and they ap- 
pointed a committee to draw up a memo- 
rial to Jail Warden Buckley. The peti- 
tion was framed in the most diplomatic 
language, and decorated with seals and 
the signatures of the prisoners, or their 
marks. It asked that “ice coolers be lo- 
cated inside of the jail for the comfort 
and convenience of the inmates.” There 
Was a long preamble and resolution, but 
the elaborate memorial did not have the 
desired effect. 

Indignant at the treatment of the me- 
morial, the prisoners came to the conclu- 
sion that they had a real grievance in 
another direction. It appears that ‘‘Colo- 
nel’’ Charles Berry and Deputy Warden 
Vreeland have been engaged in fighting 
over the battles of the civil war, and the 
jail warden learned of this in a second 
memorial, which read as follows: 

**Honored Warden: We, the undersigned, 
do most respectfully protest against the 
loud argument waged in evening discus- 
sions in the jail. Sleep is disturbed, erd 
the argument over the late war is neither 
finstructive nor finteresting. Our com- 
plaints have been ignored, and We re- 
spectfully petition that our rest and 
peaceful quiet be restored. It seems neces- 
sary that this appeal be placed in your 
hands so that there may be an amend- 
ment of existing conditions and an oppor- 
tunity to sleep in peace.”’ 

Jail Warcen Buckley refuses to see the 
committee or to hold any negotiations, 
and the prisoners are now talking of go- 
ing on strike. 


WOMAN SAVES). WOULD-BB 


SAVERS. 

Chicago, July 16.—After rushing pell- 
mell up the steps of a burning factory and 
smashing in the door in their anxiety to 
save a screaming, terror-stricken woman 
from the flames that were rolling abovt 
her, two young men were overcome yes- 
terday afternoon, and were then dragged 
to places of safety by her whom they set 
out to save. 

The heroine who rescued her would-be 
rescuers was Mrs, Ella M. Young, presi- 
dent and manager of the Foster Hose 
Supporting Company, at 190 Van Buren 
street. She undertook to start a fire in 
an oil stove in the back part of tne fac- 
tory, but the match broke and fell m a 
pile of rubbish, which blazed up in an in- 
stant. 

Single handed, Mrs. Young ran back and 
forth with water, but the/fire was too 
much for her. She fought until she re- 
alized that not only was she unable to 
put out the fire, but that her life was in 
peril. Then the sturdy fire fighter became 
a woman again and rushed to the front 
window, panic-stricken. Throwing up the 
sash. she shrieked for help, dense clouds 
of smoke rolling by her out of the win- 
dow. 

Danie] Murray, twenty years old, living 
at 109 Morgan street, and Benjamin San- 
ders. twenty-four years old, 275 West Polk 
street, were the young men who respond- 
ed to the appeal for help. \ When they 
had entéfed the factory they were unable 
to find Mrs. Young for a few moments, 
and the smoke was so dense that in the 
interval during which they were groving 
about they were overcome and fell to the 
floor unconscious, 

Mrs. Young stopped screaming for heip 
and ran through the smoke to the spot 
where she had heard the young men 
fall.

Tbe trouble started ever some photo- 
graphs of Spion Kop proudly exhibited by 
Ccmmandant A. J. Wennips, Iate of the 
army of General De Wet of the South 
African republic. The pictures showed 
two.views of the famops hill, or kopje, 
from which the burghef army routed the 
British. One was of Afrikander ciflemen, 
intrenched behind stones and bowlders, 
calmly aiming their rifiés at the oncoming 
Englishmen. The other picture, and it 
was the one that enraged Tommy Atkins, 
showed the crest of Spion Kop on the 
day after the burgher riflemen had driven 
the red coats off. 

In the long grass could be seen the up- 
turned faces of the heroes who dled for 
‘Merrie England’ in that famous battle. 
Bold troopers’ bodies, distorted by the 
agonies of death, lay strewn about, and 
as the proud Boers showed them yester- 
day to the curious onlookers they boasted 
and gleated over that famous v&tory. 

Sergeant Finch, Joe Tuohey of the 
Nineteenth Hussars (the princess of 
Wales’ regiment) and Nobby Clark of the 
Scotch Grenadiers got wind of the Boers’ 
braggings and sent a delegation of British 
ecldiers over to the South African corner 
of the big dressing tent to demand a 
cessation of the offensive display. The de- 
mand vas backed up by the appearance 
of the two Payne brothers, late of the 
Royal Fusileers, and Sergeant Major Mor- 
gans, of the Canadian Royal Military 
academy, reputed to be the best swords- 
man in the British service. The British- 
ers fiercely demanded that the pictures 
be kept in the dark, and the burghers re- 
sponded with taunts well calculatea to 
further enrage the chafing Englishmen. 

Loud words and threatening attitudes 
had been reached when Chief Black Fox, 
an Ogallala Sioux, and a number of 
braves from Buffalo Bill's Indian police 
interfer2d and seized the combatants. 
Cossacks. Mexicans and American sol- 
diers also took a hand in preserving cr- 
der, and by the time a dozen Thicago 
pelicemen had broken through the gath- 
ering crowds the muttering of the angry 
Britishers and the gutteral threats of 
the sullen Boers were all that remained 
to indicate impending trouble, 


ARC LIGHT RAYS TREATMENT. 

New York, July 16.—The success achiev- 
ed in the treatment of some diseases by 
the high frequency, or chemical, rays 
of the electric are light is attracting the 
attention of many persons in various 
parts of the world. Experiments have 
demonstrated. it is said, that the rays 
destroyed, among other things, tubercle 
bacilll, and cause dilatation of the capil- 
laries, with corresponding circulatory 
changes and increased nutritive activity. 
Some of these experiments in photogra- 
phy, especially those made by Dr. Neils 
R. Finsen, of Copenhagen, have aroused 
Widespread comment. He is the inventor 
of the tube whicn bears his name. In 
this city a number of physicians are 
using the Finsen tube and other appa- 
ratus for similar purposes in treating cer- 
tain affections. 

According to a report, Dr, Finsen had 
effected up to December 31, 1899, 811 cures 
out of 462 cases of lupus vulgaris. In the 
Finsen light department of the London 
hospital the number of cases of lupus 
vulgaris treated each day is about one 
hundred. Queen Alexandra was instru- 
mental, it is said, in having this method 
of treating certain diseases tested in the 
London hospital, 

Not only has lupus vulgaris been suc- 
cessfully treated by the use of the Finsen 
tube. but rodent ulcer and cancer. It iS 
said that the most conclusive result in 
the use of the Finsen tube has been 
achieved in the treatment of lupus vul- 
geris. 

In the treatment of tuberculosis, of 
pulmorary tuberculosis, asthma, bron- 
chitis, anemia, neuritis, rheumatism and 
euch skin diseases as acne and psoriasis, 
Dr. Cleaves uses a cubinet. The cabinet 
contains an ordinary wire mattress cot, 
which is made up as a bed, and on which 
the patient reclines. The current is taken 
{rom the Edison incandescent mains at 120 
volts pressure, and each lamp takes about 
10 amperes ai 5} volts, the remainder be- 
ing consumed in the rheostat. The zinc 
lining is painted white to facilitate the 
reflection of light, and as the patent lies 
at rest in the bath he is bathed, it is said, 
in a flood of Hght from sources of 4,000 
total nominal candlepower. The eyes of 
the patient are protected by means of col- 
ored glasses.

COME FROM EVERY STATE 


Alabama and Tennessee Delegations 
Have Reached City — Formal

San Francfsco, July 16.—Nearly 10,000 
delegates to the International Epworth 
League convention, which will begin next 
Thursday, were received and registered 
by the local committee today. Among 
the first arrivals were a special train 
from Philadelphia with 250 Pennsylva- 
nians, the Wisconsin special, a special 
carrying nearly #00 from Chicago and 
Kansas City, the state delegations of 
Kansas City and Alabama, numbering in 
all 200, and the big’ special from Iowa, 
Kentucky, Missouri, Arkansas and Ten- 
nessee, followed by the Indiana gepecial. 

Although the convention is not to be 
formally opened until Thursday, !t was 
practically begun tonight with a concert 
at Mechanics pavilion, the feature of 
which was a chorus of 2,000 voices, ac- 
companied by the great organ built for 
Stanford university. Fully 10,000 people’ 
attended the concert. Dr. Joseph F. Ber- 
ry, general secretary of the league. sald 
today: 

“IT have attended all the conventions 
held by the Epworth League, and I am 
able to gay that never before has such 
preparation been made for the entertain- 
ment and comfort of the delegates, and 
never have matters been more nicely ad- 
justed to insure the complete success of 
the programme. It is my prediction that 
the coming convention wil] be the great- 
est ever held.”

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EXPENSES OF PORTO 


RICO. 
Expenditures for a Year Amount to 
Nearly $2,000,000, 

San Juan, July 16.—In Governor Allen’s 
message to the Porto Rican assembly 
July 4th, when that body passed a reso- 
lution asking President McKinley to de- 
clare free trade between Porto Rico and 
the United States, as the revenues raised 
from internal sources, exclusive of cus- 
toms, had proved sufficient to meet-the 
island’s financial requirements, it was 
shown that the expenses of the govern- 
ment as authorized by the legislature for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1901, 
amounted to $1,976,802, of which amount 
the most considerable allotments were 
as follows: 

Insular police, $205,350; board of prison 
control, $110,932; board of public works, 
$356,942; board of charities, $104,495; Ju- 
diciary of Porto Rico, $160 650. 

A careful study of the financial situa- 
tion warrants the. belief that there will 
be raised from the three sources, name- 
ly, property tax, excise tax and customs 
duties on imports from countries other 
than the United States, the sum of over 
two million dollars. This would provide 
an excess of estimated receipts gver ex- 
penditures. 


Free Trade for Porto Rico. 

Washington, July 16.—Secretary Hay 
has received by mail an official report 
from Governor Allen, of Porto Rico, in- 
closing the resolution adopted by the 
Porto Rican legislature providing for free 
trade between the United States and 
Porto Rico after July 25th next. Promptly 
on Governor Allen’s arrival in this coun- 
try a proclamation will be framed to 
give effect to this resolution. It is ex- 
pected that this document will be purely 
formal in terms, simply reciting the 
proper section of the Foraker act and 


declaring free trade.

MONNISH PERMIT 


IS NOW REVOKED 


Failure To Submit Plans Given 
aS the Reason, 


PLANS WILL BE FURNISHED 


Even Then the New Ordinance May 


Prevent Mrs. Dr. Monnish from 
Building Unlets She Shows 
She Does Not Intend To 
Conduct Sanitarium. 


The building permit granted Monday 
afternoon to Mrs. Dr. Rosa F. Monnish, 
to erect a twelve-room brick structure 
at Peachtree street and Forrest avenue, 
was revoked yesterday by Building In- 
spector Frank Pittman. 

The revocation of the permit followed 
closely upon the action of council {in 
passing an ordinance prohibiting the 
building of any hospitals or sanitariums 
in any part of the city without first 
securing the consent of the mayor and 
general council. An account of the pas- 
sage of this ordinance, of which Council- 
man W. C. Rawson was the author, was 
given in yesterday's Constitution. 

It seems to be generally understood that 
the ordinance was aimed at Mrs. Dr. 
Monnish, whose proposed building on 
Peachtree street, it is said, was to be 
for sanitarium purposes. The talk to this 
effect, at least, aroused the residents of 
that neighborhgod, and they entered a 
violent protest against it. It would ap- 
pear now that their protest hag had some 
effect. The ordinance passed by zouncil 
Monday was approved yesterday by 
Mayor Mims, and it seems that the mat- 
ter will now have to be taken before 
council befcre a permit can be secured, 
if at all. 

Work was begun upon the property 
owned by Mrs. Monnish yesterday, the 
wcrk consisting of excavations for the 
foundations. Mrs Monnish has declared 
that she does not intend to build a 
sanitarium, but a private residence of 
twelve rooms, where she and her hus- 
bend, Dr Monnish, will have their offices. 
However, she has sent out cards recently 
ccntainping the following announcement: 

“First-class accommodations can be 
furnished during treatment to a limited 
number of ladies from a distance. Am 
erecting an elegant residence and offices 
at 349 Peachtree street, corner Forrest 
avenue, in the. best and most fashionable 
locality of this city, equipped with all 
modern and sanitary appliances and con- 
ets to which I remove November 


Revocation of the Permit. 


The permit granted to Mrs, Monnish 
was revoked yesterday shortly after noon. 
It is supposed the passage of the ordi- 
rance by council had something to do 
with this action. 

Building Inspector Pittman said yes- 
terday that the permit as issued was not 
legal, because the plans for the building 
had not been filed in his office for inspec- 
ticn. This was given as the reason for its 
revocation. 

The plans were to have been at the 
building inspector’s office yesterday after- 
neon, but up to the closing hour they 
had not been brought there, though he 
will probably go over them this moraing. 
What. action will be taken following the 
inspection of the plans remains to be seen, 
and it may be the matter will have to 
be taken before council. 

Mrs. Monnish declares the efforts to 
rrevent her from building on Pea Qhtree 
street ridiculous. She took the steps she 
did upon legal advice, and announces that 
she proposes to build. .She says she and 
her husband are not sceking to go into 
seciety, but that they do propose to prac- 
tice their profession. 

The passage of the ordinance by council 
is attributed io the request for such 
ection by the Peachtree street residents, 
who have strongly objected to having 
anything like a sanitarium in their midst, 
oz, the ground that it will greatly damage 
their property. 

Dr. Monnish Talks. 

Dr. W. F. Monnish states that the ac- 
ticn of the building inspector is uniust, 
and that it will not affect his plan to put 
up a structure on Peachtree street. 

“It was not our idea to put up a 
sanitarium, and our card did not so state. 
What we did intend, and do still intend 
to buliid, is a twelve-room residence, 
where Mrs. Monnish and I will live and 
have cur offices. For this reason, the 
action was. I think, decidedly high- 
handed. It was the result of two prop- 
erty owners in the immediate vicinity, 
who, for some reason, are antagonistic 
to us. Why, I am sure I don’t know. I 
am satisfied the majority of property 
owners are friendly to us, and would not 
obfect to our building among them. 

“We have a valuable piece of property, 
and do not purpose to iet the arbitrary 
action cf the building inspector stand in 
our way. No, we have not yet employed 
counsel, but will take immediate gteps to 
fight the cas:2.”’

TARIFT BABES 


Thurber So Declares to Trans. 
Mississippi Congress, 


WIDER MARKETS DEMANDED 


As Between Extremes of Free Trade 
and Protection, Thurber Thinks 
Reciprocity a Happy Mean. 
Patterson Wants Beet 
Sugar Protected. 


Cripple Creek, Col., July 16.—The 
twelfth annual meeting of the Trans- 
Mississippi Commercial congress opened 


while next to Captain Course is 
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today with the largest attendance and 
the largest membership in the history of 
the organization. Out of 2,000 delegates 
appointed, 1,200 were in their seats today. 
The congress was called to order by 
President Walter Gresham, of Galveston, 
Tex. Addresses of welcome were deliv- 
ered by Governor Orman and by Mayors 
Crane, of Cripple Creek, and Franklin, 
of Victor. Responses were made by Gov- 
ernors Fishback, of Arkansas; Zay, of 
Oklahoma, and Frince, of New Mexico. 

Secretary francis, ot Cripple Creek, 
made a report which strongly urged the 
congress to make its work contiguous 
instead of having each meeting work on 
an independent vasis. he recommended 
that preparations tor the next congress 
begin immediately after adjournment of 
the present one. He also recommended 
that the executive olficlals make special 
efforts to secure permanent cemmittees 
whose tees would turnish funds for ex- 
penses. 

The report of the executive committee 
follows about the same lines. 

President Gresham delivered an ad- 
dress on the objects of the congress, af- 
ter which resolutions were introduced in 
favor of the Louisiana purchase exposi- 
tion and the Nicaragua canal. A resolu- 
tion, introduced by Senator Patterson, 
of Colorado, favoring protection to bect 
Sugar, and a strong speech made by Him 
in its support, brought some witty re- 
marks from Congressman Long in favor 
of the resolution. 

A resolution in favor of a department 
of mines in the president’s cabinet was 
introduced by Robert Graham, of Cripple 
Creek. 

In an address entitled, ‘‘What Shall 
We Do With Our Surplus Products?’ F. 
B. Thurber, president of the United 
States Export Association, said that our 
great natural resources in fields, forests, 
mines and factories demanded wider 
markets; that there are fifteen hundred 
millions of people in the world, and ‘‘the 
field is the world.”’ 

While a protective tariff was necessary 
in the beginning to develop the infant in- 
dustries of the United States, there came 
a time when it became necessary to wean 
the infant. As between the extremes of 
protection and free trade, reciprocity 
seemed to be the happy medium and af- 
forded an opportunity to provide the tariff 
reformed by its friends. If they had the 
wisdom to do so, but if they did not, there 
would come a tidal wave of free trade 
sentiment that would be destructive to all 
our ir dustries. 

Such friends of a protective policy as 
(Mr. Blaine and President McKinley, Mr. 
Thurber said. recognized this, and all 
true friends of a protective tariff should 
support this policy, even if it did occa- 
sionally affect single industries adversely. 
The development of our transportation 
system on land and sea is necessary to 
command the world’s trade. On land we 
have developed our railway system by 
subsidies in land, money and mail pay, 
with the result that we are now getting 
superior transportation on land for less 
than half that of any nation, and the 
same principle applied on the sea would 
accomplish similar results. This, Mr. 
Thurber said, is a contest of nations for 
the world’s trade and our government 
should back up, in all reasonable ways, 
its. organizations whether of industry. 
labor or capita!, in the efforts to keep 
the United tSates to the front. 

A reception and hall was given the dele- 
gates at the opera house tonight.

ATLANTA, GA., July 17, 1901. 
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» Mr. duBignon Not in the Race. 


The decision of Hon. Fleming G. 
duBigaon not to enter the race for the 
governorsaip will- come as a disap- 
pointment to the thousands of Geor- 
gians who would have been delighted 
to have given him their support. 

Mr. duBignon has not reached this 
conclusion without serious study, and 
it is only under the most urgent de- 
mand that he refrains from the prose- 
cution of an ambitfon which was 
creditable to him and in the gratifica- 
tion of which so many friends were 
anxious to assist him. Mr. duBignon 
has been for some months under care 
of a distinguished physician who, 
while reporting progress in his condi- 
tion, is firmly of the opinion that he 
should not submit himself to the ex- 
citement of a political campaign. This 
conflict, therefore, between duty to self 
and family and laudable ambition 
could have but one answer, and that 
Mr. duBignon has given in announc- 
ing his inability to accept the kind of- 
fices of those who were so willing to 
promote his political aspirations. 

This withdrawal of Mr. duBignon 
from active public life will be received 
with sorrow throughout the state. For 
twenty-five years Mr. duBignon has 
been a shining light before the people 
of Georgia. Serving his home county 
in the ‘house of representatives, he at 
once attracted attention by his clear 
and legal mind and hjs strong personal 
qualifications. This service was nat- 
urally followed by a call to the state 
senate, in which body, as president, his 
scope was enlarged, and he gave evi- 
dence of those statesmanlike qualities 
which won for him the admiration of 
his fellow citizens. As president of the 
state senate, cccupying the second 
place in political preferment, he ex- 
hibited that keen parliamentary in- 
stinct which stamped him as a leader 
of men as well as a legislative force 
of extraordinary ability. 

Having served as county judge of 
Baldwir. and afterwards in the general 
assembly from that county, he re- 
moved to Savannah and soon after- 
wards was made solicitor general of 
that circuit. He at once assumed a 
position of commanding importance at 
the Savannah bar. When next he ap- 
peared in political life it was as chair- 
man of the state executive democratic 
committee. The party had passed 
through perilous times, and the nor- 
mal majority in state elections had 
been greatly reduced. It is a tribute 
to Mr. duBignon’s knowledge of polit- 
ical leadership that in the first election 
held under his chairmanship. there 
was such a rallying of the party that 
opposition practically disappeared. En- 
tering a second state election in which 
he had done much toward perfecting 
the system of primary elections as a 
means of expressing the popular will, 
there was a continuance of successful 
management and of popular response 
to able work. The old-time democrat- 
ic majority had been restoréd. It was 
quite natural, therefore, that having 
served the people in these various 
conditions he should have been looked 
upon as in the line of promotion. He 
had served his people so as to merit 
reward, and that they were more than 
anxious to confer it upon him has 
been attested by the numerous calls 
from every section of the state that 
he should permit the use of his name 
for the governorship. This is all the 
stronger in view of the fact that the 
governorship of Geurgia is a mighty 
prize for which strong men are always 
contesting, and in a race for which a 
weak man has no chance. 

’ But while Mr. duBignon has thus 
been forced into retirement, it is with 
the consciousness that his work is 
fully appreciated by his fellow citizens, 
whose only regret is that they cannot 
honor him as they would. He has 
twice been the great leader of the 
democratic masses of Georgia in their 
primary efforts to establish perfect 
government. This tribute is even high- 
er, when properly considered, than the 
election to the governorship itself, 
which comes as the result of united 
party work. In the one case the work 
Was personal and the response was 


:.. largely an expression of appreciation 
© of a i personal merit, while in the oth- 


er it is the mass that moves, and no 
one man can claim the credit of it. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. duBignon 
will find himself so re-established in 
health that his retirement from public 
affairs will be but temporary, and that 
the democracy of Georgia may soon 
again have the help of his Strong arm 
and clear head. 

The Pierce Resolution, 

In the discussion between rival 
claimants for possession of the public 
utilities of Atlanta the ownership of 
the streets has been bandied about as 
& convenient club with which each 
might attack the other. 

“Who owns the streets?” one of the 
giants would exclaim, and straightway 
he would proceed to an appropriation 
of miles at a time, only to be followed 
a little later by his rival in the same 
line. ‘“‘The people: own the streets,” 
it would be explained, but the fran- 
chise of ownership continued to find 
its way into private pockets, without 
even the excuse of paying taxes upon 
its value. “Up with the tax rate!” has 
been the demand from both city and 
county, and yet values have been 
squandered in the interest of private 
monopoly worth enough to declare a 
glorious dividend to every Atlanta 
taxpayer. 

The Constitution, standing as the ex- 
ponent of the people, with no interest 
in either of the rival concerns, has 
demanded that the public right. was 
the one first to be considered, and that 
the ownership of the streets should be 
asserted in such a practical way as to 
make it known that their value was 
not underestimated. 

Now the opportunity has come for 
making the assertion of street owner- 
Ship effective. In the resolution in- 
troduced into the city council by Al- 
derman Pierce it is provided that: 

Be it resolved by the mayor and general 
council, That the ordinance committee, 
with the city attorney, be directed to pre-_ 
pare an amendment to the charter of this 
city which will enable the mayor and 
general council to levy, in its discretion, 
either an occupation tax, or a franchise 
tex, or a reasonable tax based upon gross 
receipts, upon all public utility corpora- 
tions exercising privileges of franchises, 
granted by said city to occupy either 
the streets, space over the streets, or 
space under the streets, of this city; the 
object of this measure being to render 
in some degree a reasonable compensation 
to this city"’for the use of its avenues 
by such corporations. 

Said committee will report such amend- 
ment as it may deem proper, conferring 
the abcve mentioned powers upon the city 
of Atlanta, at the next session of the 
general council; and such amendments, 
when adopted by the mayor and general 
council, to be presented to the legislature 
of this state for enactment at its coming 
fall session. 

Against this resolution not a single 
disinterested taxpayer will have a 
word to say. 

Here we have an opportunity to 
bring every contending corporation to 
the bar of public coutribution, and to 
establish the fact that the city’s own- 
ership in her streets is something 
more thin a mere paper title, and that 
the letting of it to others shall be ac- 
companied by substantial benefits to 
the taxpayers. With wonderful accord 
the holders of public franchises have 
fought every proposition either for a 
shortening of the term, for a recom- 
pense to the city or for a submission 
to the principle of legitimate taxation. 
Their tactics have been such as to dil- 
vide and conquer; to keep the subject 
muddled up, so far as the people were 
concerned, and to appropriate every- 
thing in sight for themselves. 

The resolution of Alderman Pierce 
comes straight to the point and places 
all upon equality. pposition to its 
adoption will mean alignment with the 
corporate interests which are fighting 
the taxpayers at large. Affirmation of 
it will mean the plucing of all hold- 
ers of utilities on the same terms. It 
will lessen the burdens upon the prop- 
erty holder in real estate or personalty 
by compelling the eorporate interests 
to pay their proportionate share of 
what they should pay the public for 
the use of the streets. 

It will be interesting to watch the 
tactics by which the Pierce resolution 
will be met. There will be questions 
of all sorts raised having in view the 
saving of the corporations from their 
duty to the public. ‘rhe proposition, 
however, is so plain that it may be 
readily understood. It asks the legis- 
lature of the state to authorize the 
city to exact from utility holders rea- 
sonable compensation for the use of 
its streets. The legislature stands 
willing to grant such authority if 
asked to do so by the city. The fight 
against the resolution will be made in 
the city council, if made at all. 

The voters of Atlanta have thus an 
object lesson that they may watch 
with considerable interest. The reso- 
lution of Alderman Pierce is honest. 
It is right. It is fair play. There 
should not even be debate upon its 
adoption. 

In this connection it may be well 
for the people to ask every candidate 
for the next council: 

“HOW DO YOU STAND ON THE

An Old Story Told Over. 

Secretary Gage appears to be in 
trouble over a little unlawful money 
which he holds under lock and key. 

Having collected about $2,000,000 
from importers on account of Porto 
Rican shipments, the secretary is try- 
ing to dodge the issue and to keep the 
money. The importers want their 
money under the recent decision of 
the United States supreme court. The 
comptroller of the treasury decides 
that this can be paid out of the stand- 
ing appropriation for refunding duties 
unlawfully collected. From this the 
secretary has appealed, warranting 
The Springfield Republican in the 
declaration that “pettifogging and 
hair-splitting could not go much deep- 
er in this attempt tu classify imports 
from the island as not imports.” 

When the importers purchased these 
goods they added the duty to the price 
for which they sold them thus show- 
ing that it was the people of the 
United States, after all, who were 
taxed, and not the people of Porto 
Rico. But notwithstanding this they 
are entitled to their money and the 
government should uot retain it be- 
cause it has the power to do so. 

This case does not stand alone, how- 
ever, since it has a précedent. One of 


the first acts committed by congress 


upon the~close of the civil war was to 
impose a tax upon cotton in the field. 
This tax was collected until the su- 
premeé court declared it to be unconsti- 
tutional. Twelve muon dollars be- 
longing to southern farmers has been 
locked up in the treasury from that 
day to this, and never an attempt to 
pay it back to those whom it belonged. 
Such littleness in the control of gov- 
ernment affairs is inexplicable. 

When government is so insistent up- 
on the collection of what is due to it, 
it should be equally prompt in paying 
what it owes.

Preaching in Warm Weather. 

The late heated spell has had the 
effect of closing up a- good many | 
of the churches, a fact that did not 
appeal to the approval of Rev. William 
G. Herbert, a prominent clergyman of 
the city of Baltimore. 

Finding himself addressing an au- 
dience which had to listen to excuses 
from a number of absent clergymen, 
refugees from heat, Mr. Herbert said: 

There is a regretful custom in some 
Methodist churches of making extra ef- 
forts in winter to gather in souls. My 
religion and my Methodism embrace all 
the seasons of the year. Winter, autumn, 
summer and spring are but the four chil- 
dren in the lands of God whose commis- 
Sion it is to sing the song of salvation 
to the human race. The eye of God looks 
upon the face of the July rose with the 
same tenderness that illumines His vision 
when it falls upon the crystal ice that 
the work of December presents to Him. 
God knows no difference between the 
murmur of the little rills that laugh 
adown the mountain side in spring and 
the same little rills when they lie in cap- 
tive chains of ice in the prison of winter. 

From every window light in God’s prov- 
idence there flash the beams of opportu- 
nity to do good. I must do as my Mas- 
ter did. Christ stands at the: door of 
every human soul in the wide, wide world 
and knocks for admission. The thermom- 
eter did not regulate His activity, nor 
should it retard mine. Men and women 
must be saved in hot weather. God help 
our church to be alive to this matter. 

It may be explained in behalf of a 
number of these absent clergymen that 
they had only followed their congrega- 
tions in courting a «vol nook during 
the heated term. The long sermon is 
not always comfortable in the winter 
season, and certainly whén the mer- 
cury is beating itself into fragments 
against 100 degrees people might be 
excused for wanting very short ser- 
mons, and, unless they are well pre- 
pared, a relief from them altogether.

Land Values Increasing. 


The increasing values of land as in- 
vestments is one of the first signs of 
contest for the ownersnip of our broad 
acres. The recent rush into the lands 
newly opened in the west indicate the 
desire of people for real estate, and 
shows that there is a returning confi- 
dence in the farm as a means of liveli- 
hood. 

The wheat crop of the west has be- 
come an immense factor in the com- 
merce of the world. It is related that 
six brothers leased ten thousand acres 
of land from Indians in Oklahoma, 
and in six years reaped a clear profit 
of over $100,000 by growing wheat 
alone, to say nothing of the crops of 
watermelons, cantaloupes and other 
products. Remarkable as this state- 
ment is, it bears no comparison to the 
profits to be made vut of southern 
farming lands. This has been tested 
in many different ways. The fact that 
the main agricultural product has a 
value of five hundred millions a year, 
exclusive of its by-products, which 
might add to it two hundred millions 
more, shows that we have a basis of 
solid worth upon which land owner- 
ship should be built. 

Georgia possesses one cotton planter 
who has sold a single crop for a check 
of $100,000. She has one peach grow- 
er who out of a single crop pocketed 
the sum of $23,000. She has sugar cane 
product worth in its sirup state from 
$150 to $200 an acre, and yet, strange 
to say, lands capaple of this return 
have been going begging at from $3 to 
$10 an acre. 

We have in the south an awakening 
to land values which is significant and 
of which the farming population 
should be fully informed. Their landed 
property is the most valuable collateral 
and the effort of every man should be 
to own from fifty to five thousand 
acres. Capitalists have discovered 
these values, and unless the farmers 
awake to the occasion they will soon 
find themselves but the tenants of 
alien landlords. 

There are many advantages erowing 
out of modern conditions tending to 
enhance the natural values of the 
farm. The rural mai] deliverer is an 
agent of progress. Already large areas 
in the south are traveled over by these 
messengers of the outside world, who 
call for mail and deliver it as well. 
Through them thew farm house ten 
miles in the county is brought into 
communication with the city. To the 
rural mail delivery there must be add- 
ed the telephone, which is extending 
its ramifications from farm house to 
farm house, so that the boy in the city 
may talk to his mother fifty miles in 
the interior. The electric railway is 
also a rapid means of communication, 
extending its operation to vicinities 
of which a railroad could not take 
notice. All of these agencies mean a 
diffusion of the advantages of city life 
which can be joined to the equal ad- 
vantages of the country. 

To the young man who wants advice 
as to the future we would unhesitat- 
ingly say: “Buy a Georgia farm and 
grow up with it.”

third key. Because it required all three 
keys to open the vault, Mr. Dawson is at 
home today a free man, paroled by Gov- 
ernor L. M. Shaw during good behavior. 

Five years ago Dawson, who discovered 
and placed the secret in the strong box, 
entered the walls of Anamosa to begin a 
ten-year sentence for the murder of Wal- 
ter Scott, who had eloped with his daugh- 
ter, Clara Dawson. Behind the walls of 
stone and bars of iron the aged inventor 
carried the key to the satety vault. 
Wheedling, coaxing, threats, importuni- 
ties and commands hau no effect on him. 
He retained his hold upon his secret, and 
declared time and time again that he 
would die in prison rather than give up 
his secret. 

Freed by His Secret. 

With good behavior allowance Mr. Daw- 
son had fifteen months of his sentence yet 
to serve, when Dr. L. D. Rood, president 
of the steel company, interested Governor 
Shaw in the case and pointed out to him 
that through the death in prison of the 
old inventor science might lose again the 
secret of hardening steel and copper. The 
governor was told that Mr. Dawson had 
promised to give up the key in his pos- 
session when he became disabled, but that 
he had maintained from the first that his 
imprisonment was not equivalent to dis- 
ability, and had refused to allow his se- 
cret to get into other hands. 

Rather than permit the secret to be 
placed in jeopardy Governor Shaw last 
week exercised executive clemency. Thus 
it was that the little key to a strong box 
in Des Moines unlocked the great gates of 
the state prison and permitted an old 
man to go forth free to realize the dream 
of his life—to make steel like that of an- 
cient Damascus. 

Begins Where He Left Off. 

Aged, gaunt with grizzled beard and 
hair, Dawson is today just where he was 
on Christmas Eye, 1895. He was on the 
verge of success after a lifetime of work, 
self-denial and discouragement. During 
the autumn he had interested local capi- 
talists in his discovery and had been as- 
sured of abundant capital to put his pro- 
cess on the market. The Damascus Steel 
Company, with an authorized capital of 
$250,000, had been formed by his friends 
and he had just returned from a visit to 
the east, where- he had interested some 
of the great steel men. To the new year 
he looked forward as bringing riches and 
a commercial success from his plan of 
making steel. But domestic trouble had 
hovered over him for two years like a 
cloud and culminated on tnat fateful 
Christmas Eve in a tragedy. 

Dawson's friends declare that he never 
meant to kill Scott. They contend that 
the latter drove the old man almost in- 
sane with his determination to wed Clara 
Dawson despite parental opposition. She 
was only sixteen when she met Walter 
Scott. She was pretty, plump and he was 
not bad looking. They fell madly in love, 
until their attachment ended in a 
wedding and a murder their courtship 
was full of storms. 

Won_the Girl’s Release. 

First of all, Clara was committed by her 
parents to the state asylum fof the insane 
at Mount Pleasant. Scott, learning of 
this, enlisted the sapport of some promi- 
nent citizens and secured her release on 
habeas corpus proceedings. His victory 
was short-lived, for his sweetheart sud- 
denly disappeared again. Scott searched 
and searched and finally learned that she 
was in a convent in Chicago. Finally he 
went to the St. Xavier academy. at Wa- 
bash avenue and Twenty-ninth street, 
hoping that he might see the girl he 
loved. Miss Dawson happened to be ata 
window and she told him that she was 
imprisoned there against her will. Scott 
sought the mother superior and begged 
her to release the girl. 

The mother superior declared that the 
girl was pining away and said she would 
keep her no longer, but the .over was* 
foiled again. Miss Clara was held at the 
convent until her father arrived. He took 
her to Canton, O., and later placed her 
in school at Dayton. She wrote to Scott 
and escaping from the school reached rel- 
atives at Keokuk, lowa. The lovers were 
corresponding regularly and arranged to 
meet at Ottumwa, lowa, and get mar- 
ried. 

Had Scott Arrested. 

Father Dawson intercepted the letters 
and had Scott arrested charged with im- 
proper use of the mails. On the evening 
before the day arranged for the meeting 
Scott secured bonds and started for Keo- 
kuk to claim his bride. Miss Dawson's 
father learned of it, and securing another 
warrant for Scott’s arrest hastened to 
Keokuk to meet him. The lovers had 
scarcely embraced each other before the 
warrant was served, Scott was taken to 
jail and the daughter was taken home by 
her irate father. 

Later Scott was released without trial, 
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and arriving in Des Moines went to Daw- 
son's home, accompanied by a _ police- 
man.».Miss Dawson by this time had 
reached her majority and Scott asked her 
to marry him. She refused, declaring 
that she could not do so as long as her 
parents opposed the match. In three 
weeks Scott, meeting her often, induced 
her to change her mind, and the day be- 
fore Christmas they went to a justice of 
the peace and were married. Scott took 
his bride to the home of his parents anal 
with a policeman called at the Dawson 
home to get her effects. Without warn- 
ing the desperate father-in-law fired 
three shots at Scott from a revolver, in- 
stantly killing him. 

Disappearance of the Woman. 

The trial which followed was a famous 
one and the prisoner received a sentence 
of only ten years on account of his age 
and the extenuating circumstances. Soon 
after her aged father entered upon the 
penitentiary sentence Clara Dawson- 
Scott, the cause of the tragedy, married 


another man and for three years nothing 


has been heard of her. 

Having paid the penalty for his crime 
Mr. Dawson takes up the work on his 
Steel discovery just where he left it when 
he went to prison. i1e will rest a short 
time and visit with his family and then 
he will meet the officers of the Damascus 
Steel Company. It is expected that at 
that conference, which is to be held soon, 
it will be decided to make a thorough 
test of the question or producing the 
steel in commercial quatities. If it 
can be demonstrated, as Mr. Dawson 
claims it can, that the steel may be mace 
cheaply, the field for it is as great as the 
steel industry. 

No one can deny that Dawson makes 
Damascus steel. Whether he can do it 
in large quantities at small cost or rea- 
sonable cost has never been determined. 
A few years age he went to Chicago with 
Cc. G. McCarthy, who was then auditor of 
state. A room which contained a blast 
furnace was hired and the steel manu- 
factured., 

Vital Process a Secret. 

Dawson allowed McCarthy and “Mis 
friends to remain in the rgom and watch 
all but one portion of the process., When 
the time came for the mixing of the se- 
cret ingredient with the melted ore he 
banished every one from the room. What 
it was he added he will tell no one save 
that it was some form and quantity of 
carbon. The finished product confirmed 
all he claimed for it. It was harder than 
ordinary steel, more pliant, susceptible of 
a more brilliant polish and keener edge, 
which it retained for a longer time than 
other metals, 

He made some beautiful knife blades of 
razor edge that would bend almost double 
and also made a heavy saber or sword 
blade. That, too, was flexible. though 
much heavier than the knife blades.- To 
demonstrate how much harder than ordi-

ed it alongside of ordinary chisels on the 
steel yirders of the Turner building, a 
sky scraper then being constructed. The 
test was watched by members of the com- 
pany formed to promote Damascus steel, 
and Dawson with his cold chisel went 
right through the girder in much less 
time than the other workmen with ordi- 
nary steel cold chisels. The latter had to 
change tools often in order to get good 
edges, the chisels becoming dulled quick- 
ly. When Dawson had completed his 
work the eige on the Damascus steel too] 
seemed to be as good as before the work 
was started. 
Promoters Have Waited. 

This and other tests so impressed the 
men who tormed the Damascus Steel 
Company that they have maintained the 
organization and have waited patientiy 
for the inventor to emerge from prison 
that the work might be resumed. The 
directors of the company were all more or 
less active in securing his parile, anal 
they believe in gratitude for their action 
iMr. Dawson will consent to place the se- 
cret in some condition so that it will be 
saved to the coi@pany, no matter what 
happens to him. They will attempt to 
get him to co-operate with them in plac- 
ing the whole project on a practical basis, 
make a series of exhaustive tests as to its 
cost of production commercially, and then 
turn the process over to some great steel

company on a royalty or sell the process 
outright. The directors believe that there 
will be no difficulty in securing Mr, Daw- 
son's co-operation, but as a last resort 
the courts may be resorted to that the 
company may be protected against the 
loss of the secret through the death or 
other disability of the inventor, 

A startling feature of the whole case is 
the point that no officer or director of the 
steel company ever saw the secret de- 
posited in the safety deposit vault. They 
delegated a man friendly to Dawson to see 
that this was done. He reported ihat tho 
formula was really deposited, but one 
of the directors said today that he could 
not of his own knowledge tell whether 
the formula was for making steel or bis- 
cuits. 

Convinced by Mrs. Dawson. 

However, Mrs, Dawson made desperate 
attempts to secure control of the paper 
after her husband waa sent to prison, and 
at cne time threatened suit against the 
company. This was met with the pre- 
liminaries of a suit on the part of the 
company to secure control of the papers 
on depcesit and the effort was dropped. 
The action of Mrs. Dawson in trying 580 
hard to regain possession of the paper in 
the vault convinces the men that thé 
secret of the process is really there. 

In addition to the process of Damuscus 
steel, Mr. Dawson discovered a way to 
harden copper. He declares that this {s 
as successful in its way as the steel is in 
another manner. His backers, too, arm 
confident from the samples he has secur- 
ed that his hardening of copper is a com- 
riete success. In one article alone he 
can make a foriune. That is in the small 
rcund wheel at the end of trolley pole? 
cn all electric street cars. With sof 
copper these wheels are constantly Wwear- 
ing out and have to be repeatedly re- 
placed at tremendous cost. In the tine of 
surgical instruments as well a fortune is 
at hand, for with hardened copper in- 
strumerts they can be immersed in ant- 
septic baths without fear of rust o1 
terioration. Other uses for hardened cop- 
per are almost Jnnumerable. 

Directors Eager To Begin. 

An informal meeting of the directors 
has already been held and a formal meect- 
ing will be held in a day or two at which 
scme action will be taken to resume the 
work of putting the invention on the 
market as soon as Mr. Dawson is ready 
to co-operate. The directors—President 
Rood, Vice President Stewart Goodreli, 
Secretary A. H. Miles, W. L. Read, Ie 
H. Chamberlain and Dr. G. M. Chap- 
pell—are anxious to proceed at once, 

In this they may be handicapped by 
Mr. Dawson. He is suspicious of every 
person, and will trust the secret to none. 
He fears that every man who wants to 
ciscuss the project is really attempting 
to get his secret away from him, and 
there will come the hitch if any occurs. 
He has thus far refused to put mattrs 
in such condition that they could be put 
into a business proposition to any cor- 
poration. 

In 189, when he went to Cleveland to 
see John D. Rockefeller and also ta 
Pittsburg to see representatives of An- 
drew Carnegie, he was so0 manifestly 
suspicious and impractical that the mag- 
nates simply put him down as visionary. 
They offered to furnish him appliances 
in the plants. by which he could make 
steel, and offered to buy hig product, but 
that did not suit the inventor. He has 
dreamed fer years of becoming rich from 
tis secret. and he makes heavy demands 
for any portion in his project. 

Dawson is mild mannered, vet taciturn. 
He is tall, thin and slightly bent. His ca- 
daverous appearapce is accentuated by a 
icng white beard, and before he went to 
prison he wore his hair long. He has @ 
kindly gray blue eye and a rather pleas- 
ant man to converse with except that 
metallurgy is his hobby and he likes to 
talk of little else. 

Family of Iron Workers. 


This inventor of the process of making 
Damascus steel comes from a family of 
iron workers. Ralph Hogg, who made the 
first iron. cannon in England in the fif- 
was an ancestor on hig 
mother’s side. S. R. Dawson was born 
in Greene county, Tennessee, in 1847, and 
lived there until 1861, when his father, 
with other union men, went to Kentucky. 
The following year the son went td 
Princeton, Ind., to live. In 1873 he wag 
married there to Miss Mary Keyser, waa 
died within the year. In 1876 Dawson 
came to Iowa and began selling patent 
rights throughout the state. In Council 
Bluffs in 1877 he met and married Mrs. 
Josie A. Siddell, a widow. With her he 
is still living at the family home in Des 
Moines, both of them very happy over 
the reuniting of the family after the 
separation of five years. They have two 
children, Clera, the daughter, who caused 
so dark a trouble in the family, and 
Laisy, now sixteen years old, 

After a lifelong study of metallurgy and 
a constant battle to develop his discovery 
successfully, Mr. Dawson gives to hif 
wife the credit for the realization of his 
life’s ambition. “She always encouraged 
me to persevere,”” he says, “and gave me 
counsel and advice which was the means 
of my retaining absolute control and 
possession of my secret up to the present 
time.” 

Eecentric, yet kindly disposed to all, 
most persons in Des Moines believe Mr. 
Dawson would never have harmed young 
Scott had he not been goaded to desper-

Sensational Admissions Regarding 
Failure of Brokerage Firm. 


BANKRUPT FOR TWO YEARS 


Still Gaylord, Blessing & Co. Con- 
tinued To Take Money from 
Customers. 


St. Louts. July 16.—Sensational admis- 
sions have been made on the stand by 
Scmuel A. Gaylord, senior member of the 
firm of Gaylord, Blessing & —<o., which 
failed recently. Mr. Gaylord, who is one 
of the oldest stock brokers in the city, 
admitted at the hearing before Bank- 
ruptey Referee Comes that the firm had 
been practically insolvent for two years, 
and has been doing business on other peo- 
ple’s money—on funds secured from local 
customers. Deals wherein no stock ever 
changed hands being merely a matter of 
bockkeeping. in which the firm never for- 
got to charge up commissions, margins 
and interest, were admitted by Mr. Gay- 
lard. who also told of the employment of 
relatives’ names and the use of an insane 
ran’s name in the accounts. 

At the tin® of the failure they were 
short $150,000 bonds face value, and of 
5,000 shares of stocks in New York. It is 
admitted by the witness that the failure 
was due to their own speculation, by 
which they had hoped to win and pay off 
their indebtedness, estimated to have been 
something near two hundred thousand 
dollars. As to the missing collateral] left 
with the firm’s customers, attached to 
promissory notes, Mr. Gaylord admitted 
ibat all had been hypothecated with the 
banks as secirity for loans to the firm. 

There was no apparent desire to con- 
ceal anything of the involved transactions 
of the firm on Mr. Gaylord’s part, and the 
revelations he made were the more 
estoniShing to the creditors assembled be- 
cause of the confidence and trust for 


many years reposed in Mr, Gaylord,

There seems to be absolutely no doubt 
about council adopting the resolution in- 
trcduced by Alderman George Y. Pierce 
last Monday afternoon, which provides 
for a charter amendment so that the city 
government can levy an occupation tax, 
‘ a tax .pon franchises or a tax upon the 
gross receipts, pon all public utility con- 
cerns in Atlanta. 

Fourteen members of the general coun- 
cil expressed themselves yesterd:y as 
heartily in favor of the resolution, and 
the mecvement which it represents. The 
other members were either out of town 
or could not be seen, but the stand taken 
by scveral of these absent ones is well 
known. That they will vote for the 
resolution is essured. 

The aidermanic board to a man is fav- 
orable to the effort to secure some re- 
turns from the corporations for the 
franchises and privileges which have been 
granted to them without cost. Alderman 
Pierce has begun a movement, which, at 
its very inception, is backed by the 
earnest, and in several instances the en- 
thusiastic, approval of his colleagues, 

Alderman Pierce is ccnvinced that hig 
resolution is the beginning point of a 
crusade in the interest of the city’s wel- 
fare. Every @epartment of the city gov- 
ernment is cramped for money, and if 
this movement goes throvgh successfully, 
say those who are interested, there will 
be a large revenue coming into the city 
ennually which will guarantee the many 
needed improvements which are contem- 
plated, but which cannot be pushed be- 
cause of a lack of funds. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson stated yester- 
day that so favorable did he look upon 
the resolution and its object that he 
would go befure the legislature this fall 
with Dr. Pierce and urge the amendment 
to the city charter, which is contemplated 
by the resoluticn. Other members de- 
clared that this seemed the best method 
for securing someting for the city for 
the many valuable franchises that have 
keen or will be granted to public utility 
corporations. 

The resolution introduced by Alderman 
Fierce has been referred to the ordinance 
committee and the city attorney. Coun- 
cilman Ernest C. Kontz, who is chairman 
of this committee, expresses himself In 
strong terms in favor of the resolution, 
end it is practically certain that the paper 
will get the unanimous approval of the 
committee. The committee and city at- 
torney are callei upon to prepare the 

roper charter amendment, and are di- 
rected to report this back to council at 
its next meeting, two weeks hence. 

- Mayor Mims also favors any resolution 
or ordinance that will give to the city just 
return for franchises that have been 
given away. In regard to the matter, he 
bad the following to say: 

Expression from the Mayor. 

MAYOR MIMS—In so far as the fran- 
chises heretcfcre given away—and for 
long terms, and with no benefit to the 
city—rcw worth millions of dollars-—are 
concerned, [ favor any resolution ofr 
measures that will give to the city any 
just ard legal return therefor—though Il 
fear it is too late, after having given them 
avay, to recover anything. As to ordil- 
rances cr applications for franchises now 
or hereafter pending, it s¢ems to me the 
plain, sensible, business-like way is to 
incorporate in such ordinances such tax 
or benefit as may seem due the city in the 
ordinances themselves. Then there an 
be no uncertainty about them. I think 
it bad policy—a wrong to the city—to 
ccntinue to give away our valuable prop- 
erty to freedy corporations that have 
made and are still making millions out 
of them without such provision in the 
crdinances themselves, and leave to the 
future and uncertain action of council 
or legislature to do something, perhaps, 
when it is at best uncertain if anything 
can .be done to recover anything for the 
city, when, by promptly putting in the 
ordinance at the time of its adoption the 
proper tax er return or benefit to the 
city. Stick it :n the ordinance at the 
time. Then we will have it; then there 
can be no after trouble, or doubt. Do it, 
and make it plain. 

Councilman Kontz’s Views. 

COUNCILMAN PB. Cc. KONTZ—For the 
object sought to be attained for the city 
by Alderman Fierce’s resolution I am in 
most hearty sympathy. The young giant, 
Atianta, is asleep or she would not tol- 
erafe the giving away of her franchises, 
worth hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
for nothing. ‘We councilmen and mem- 
bers of the city boara are busy trying, 
often unwillingly. to save a little money 
in this department or in that from prop- 
er expenses of the city government, cut- 
ting off here from the teachers’ salaries 
or requiring additional work of policemen 
without increasing their compensation 
building sheds instead of school] house 
for our children, bevause of lack of 
funds, while, on the other hand, we are 
giving away free privileges which should 
bring in to the city treasury thousands 
of dollars yearly. We are ‘‘saving at the 
spigot and wasting at the bung,”’ and this 
waste would stop if a healthy public sen- 
timent were developed by the people de- 
voting a little more time to the considera-

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tion of these questions. Public sentiment 
should demand it. Street car and electric 
light franchises in Atlanta are no longer 
“Infant industries.’’ There was a time 
when free franchises might have been 
justified on that plea, but that time is 
past. These pubiic utilities should be the 
servants of the people, and unless the 
power to control them is reserved by ex- 
press stipulation, we shall have to be 
very careful indeed to prevent them from 
becoming our masters. And unless some 
Way is soon devised for stopping this 
ceaseless wrangle upon which our people 
are divided, the old Atlanta spirit, which 
has made this city great, wiil become 
deadened an@ our city wiil suffer. Grant- 
ing of franchises shouid. by public senti- 
ment, be put upon a healthy business 
basis. Adequate compensation to the 
city by ad valorem taxes, “occupation 
taxes, franchise tax or tax upon gross 
receipts, or otherwise, not oppressively, 
but upon a fafr basis, should be demand- 
ed. But the inducement by payment to 
the city should be very great indeed to 
cause us to grant any franchise for a 
longer term than twenty-one years, so 
that at the end of the twenty-one-year 
periods a readjustment may be had upon 
terms fair alike to both the city and the 
companies. 
Councilman Grady Skeptical. 

COUNCILMAN H. W. GRADY—The 
resolution of Alderman Pierce is on the 
right line and will do much toward solv- 
ing the franchise question, if it ever 
amounts to anything. fut when one stops 
to imagine that the Georgia legislature 
will ever pass any such amendment to 
our charter, or any other city charter 
where corporations exist, it looks like a 
very large, large joke. Without the 
slightest reflection on the legislature or 
even the corporations. _I do not hesitate 
to express it as my opinion that there is 
just about as much chance of the legis- 
lature passing any such measure as there 
is of the rival street car companies mak- 
ing up and buil@ing a trolley line to the 
moon. 


Willing To Push Amendment. 


MAYOR PRO TEM. HARVEY JOHN- 
SON—I not only favor the resolution as 
offered by Alderman Pierce, but I will be 
willing to go with him before the legisla- 
ture and urge its members to pass the 
amendment to the charter which will en- 
able the gity to get something for the 
valuable grants that have been given 
without a dollar’s cost to the people who 
received them. [ think it is time that 
the city was getting something for its 
streets and the privileges which {t gives 
to ofhers. I believe the object of the 
resolution is proper and is one of the so- 
lutions of the matter which confronts the 
city today. If we can tax the street rail- 
Way companies for every mile of track 
they have in the city we shall have ac- 
complished something. Other cities get 
revenue in this matter, and there is no 
good reason why Atlanta cannot do the 
same. 


Garrett To Support It. 


COUNCILMAN H. F. GARRETT—I 
am heartily in favor of such a movement 
as is proposed by Alderman Pierce, pro- 
vided it is to apply to all utility corpora- 
tions. I want all of the concerns of this 
character to stand upon the same hasis. 
This is one of the best ways to get 
something for the city from the corpora- 
tions that now enjoy valuable privileges, 
the gift of the city. I have already given 
the matter some attention. In fact, some 
months ago I introduced aé_ée resolution 
somewhat similar to that proposed by 
Dr. Pierce. It was passed, and is now 
awaiting the time when the general. 
assembly meets that it may be presented 
along with other matters of like ffature. 
I am dee~'- interested in any plan which 
is designed to get something fr the 
people, and in consequence Alderman 
Pierce’s resolution can count on my sup- 
port. 


What Alderman Welch Says. 


ALDERMAN M. M. WELCH—I have 
not had time in which to look carefully 
into the merits of Alderman Pierce's res- 
olution, but I certainly am in favor of de- 
vising some means of securing reasonable 
revenue for the city from the corpora- 
tions which enjoy so many privileges 
granted by the city. I have alwgys fa- 
vored all feasible efforts to get some- 
thing for the city. 


Councilman Hill Favorable. 


COUNCILMAN MALVERN HILL—You 
can count me among those who are in 
favor of the Pierce resolution. I consider 
that it is on the right line, and may be 
instrumental in getting much. needed rev- 
enue for the city.

HE SUCCEEDS KING EDWARD 


Many American Masons of High 
Degree Will Take Part~-in the 
Ceremonies Which Will 
Be of Unusual Bril- 
liance. 


London, July 16.—Many American Ma- 
sons of high degree will take part’in the 
brilliant installation of the Duke of Con- 
naught tomorrow as grand master of En- 
glish Masonry, in place of King Edward, 
who held the office so long as Prince of 
Wales, but resigned on his accession to 
the throne. 

More than 10,000 members of the British 
craft, none below the ranks of past mas- 
ter, master or senior warden, will assem- 
ble in the Royal Albert hail to conduct 
the ceremony, which is only the fifth of 
the kind that has taken place in England 
since the beginning of the last century. 
Their jeweled insignia, together with 
their glittering trappings and the em- 
blems of the order, will fill the great 
building with a blaze of color rivaling the 
pageantry of the coronation.

The Duke of Connaught will be induct- 
ed into the office held by his august 
brother since 1874 by the Earl of Am- 
herst in his capacity as pro-grand mas- 
ter.

ROSEBERY ON LIBERAL SPLIT. 


He Considers Differences in the Par- 
ty lrreconcilable. 

London, July 17.—Lord Rosebery has 
issued a manifesto on the divisions of 
the liberal party. It is contained in a 
letter to the City Liberal Club, which 
had invited him to deliver an address. 

He disclaims any desire to re-enter pol- 
itics, but speaks out ‘‘under the remark- 
able charter’’ agreed upon by liberal 
members of the house of commons, of 
“hearty and undisputed allegiance to the 
leader and complete liberty of action to 
dissent with regard to one vital question 
before the country.”’ 

The liberal party can become a power, 
he continues, only when it shall have 
made up its mind on the “imperial ques- 
tions which are at this moment embodied 
in the war.’”’ 

After asserting that ‘“‘the whole em- 
pire has rallied to the war,” he discusses 
the attitude of the liberal party. ‘‘What 
is the attitude of the liberal party?’’ he 
asks. ‘‘Neutrality and an open mind? 
Now, I contend that this is an impossi- 
ble attitude and spells: impotence. No 
party can exist on such conditions.’”’ Ho 
declares that the difference would not 
cease to operate when the war is over, 
because “statesmen who disassociate 
themselves from a nation in a great na- 
tional question, such as the war in which 
we all strive to suffer together, disasso- 
ciate themselves for much longer than 
they think.’”’ 

He considers that the severance is a 
“severe, fundamental and incurable an- 
tagonism of principle with regard to the 
empire at large and our consequent pol- 
icy.”” As there is this “honest and irre- 
concilable difference of opinion on ques- 
tions of the first importance,’’ he can see 
no favorable issue. 

Lord Rosebery concludes with a gloomy 
touch. “It is a matter of sorrow and 
anxiety,’”’ he says, “to see a weak gov- 
ernment faced by a weaker opposition 
at a juncture of foreign hostility and in- 
ternational competition which needs all 
the vigilance, powef and ability at our 
command.”’ 

He believes that Great Britain is at a 
crisis which may have unlimited effect 
upon its future. 


PACKING PLANT IS BURNED. 


Jacob Dold and Sons Lose Million 
Dollars at Wichita. 


Wichita, Kas., July 16.—Fire today de- 
stroyed the packing plant of Jacob Dold 
& Sons in this city. Four large buildings 
were burned, together with about seven 
million pounds of meat in process of 
preparation. For men were Severely hurt 
by a falling wall. 

The loss is placed at $1,700,000. Em- 
ployees numbering 850 are thrown out of 
work, but it is said the plant will be 
rebuilt. Spontaneous combustion is sup- 
posed to have started the fire.

FACE IN SHAME 


So President MeCarthy Tell 
{he Lawyers of lowa 


PERJURY RIFE IN COURTS 


1 One-Half of All the Evidence for the 


Defense in Criminal Cases Is 
False—Tramps Prosecuted, 
Bank Wreckers Es- 


cape. 


Council Bluffs, Iowa, July 16.—President 
J. J. McCarthy made startling statements 
regarding the prevalence of bribery in 
Americen courts of justice in his address 
to the Iowa State Bar Association at its 
annual meeting in this city today. 

“Ts it true,” Mr. McCarthy asked, 
“that perjury is committed in judicial 
proceedings? I need take no time for 
the discussion of this inquiry before a 
escesnintive bar essociation. It will not 
do to credit all false statements to lack 
of memory, visionary exaggeration, in- 
ability to see and understand things cor- 
rectly, white lies, imaginary /delusions 
and such like. 

‘‘Where is there a lawyer who has not 
seen the guilty criminal pass out of the 
courtroom acquitted and set free because 
of perjvred testimony? What one of us 
but has seen the rights of persons and of 
property sacrificed and trampled under 
foot, presumably under due form of law, 
but really and truly by the use of cor- 
rupt and false and sometimes purchased 
testimony? ° 
Cause Distrust of Courts. 


“These are the things that beget dis- 
trust and disrespect for the courts and 
for verdicts, and for our boasted forms of 
law. These are the things that produce 
ararchy, lynching and invite a just con- 
tempt as well as a lack of confidence in 
those tribunals called courts of justice. 
“One judge of long experience upon the 
bench writes me that in his opinion about 
ore-half of all the evidence received on 
hehalf of the defense in criminal casés is 
false. 

“Ancther judge of equally high repute 
writes that he believes 75 per cent of the 
evidence offered in divorce cases ap- 
proaches deliberate perjury. 

“Another writes that perjury {!s com- 
mitted in a majority of important law 
Suits, and that the crime is rapidly in- 
creasing. 

‘In short, with reference to the preva- 
lence of perjury, the time has come 
when, in the words of another, justice 
must wear a veil, not that she may be 
impartial, but that she may hide her 
face for shame. Some tell us that the 
crime is committed mostly in the police 
and petty courts, where as a rule the 
witnesses belong to the vicious classes. 
But the fact remains that it is com- 
mitted in other courts and by men pro- 
fessing high station in society, church 
and state. 


Unwhipped of Jubtice. 

“Who can blame a poor outcast of so- 
ciety for false swearing when presuma- 
bly reputable citizens do the same thing?

Youthful Murderer Makes 
His Escape—Coroner 
To Hold Inquest. 


A boy thirteen years old drove his knife 
blade into the heart of another negro boy, 
fifteen years old, last night at the corner 
of West Fair and Vine streets. 

The youthful murderer closed his bloody 
knife, coolly placed it in his pocket and 
walked off before an officer arrived to 
arrest him. 


The boy who committed the murder 


was Eddie Dickson, and his victim was 
Both boys are. negro 
lads and lived not far from the scene 
of the crime. 

Captain Jennings, Call Officers Dobbs 
and Dorsey and Detectives White and 
Steint went to the piace and made efforts 
to apprehend Eddie Dickson, but the boy 
could not be located. 

The officers found a negro boy, wearing 
knee pants. lying on hie back with a 
knife wound in his heart. The tain was 
pattering down in the upturred face, 
while a large crowd of excited negroes 
stood around commenting in awed whis- 
pers on the crime. 

Eddie Dickson, who stabbed Tucker to 
death and who sent his keen bladed knife 
with unerring aim straight into the heart, 
is small for his age and looks as if he 
was not more than ten years old. 

Only Witness Is Missing. 

Coroner Stamps went to the scene of 
the murder and took charge of the dead 
body. He tried to find a witness to the 
crime, but failed to do so. He was told 
that there was a third negro boy present 
when the death blow was dealt. but the 
witness had disappeared. 

It is supposed the boys had a quarrel, 
and that Dickson used his knife in the 
dark. No weapon of any kind was founda 
near the body of Arthur Tucker. 

Dickson is the youngest person who has 
ever committed a murder in Atlanta. He 
is well known to the police and was un- 
der arrest a few days ago on the charge 
of being a street loafer. Young as he 3s, 
he has a vicious countenance, and the 
police have often remarked that it was 
only a matter of time when he would 
end his career on the gallows. 

Nothing is known in police circles about 
Arthur Tucker, 

Dickson lives ‘in Brown's alley and the 
place was watched last night for the 
youthful murderer, but he never went 
home. He has sense enough to keep out 
of the way, and will probably do like 
older criminals—run away. 

The coroner will hold an inquest this 
afternoon at 1 o'clock.

PART PLAYED BY WOMEN 
IN LABOR ORGANIZATIONS 


It would be inconsistent with the spirit 
of modern journalism if in the present 
great issue between labor and capi- 
tal somebody did not raise the question 
of what was woman's part in the move- 
ment; if somebody did not ask, “What 
has woman to do with it?’ when read- 
ing an article by some woman on some 
phase of the labor question. The truth 
is woman's part in. the labor problem is 
So many sided thet it is difficult to decide 
which presents itself the more forcibly, a 
fact which clearly demonstrates itselt 
even here in Atlanta in a passing review 
of the part woman takes in the labor 
unions, 

Bestdes the Garment Makers’ League, 
of which Miss Rebecca Landers and Miss 
Delia Bray are among the recognized 
leaders, there are the women’s auxiliaries 
to the various unions, all these auxiliaries 
being among the best organized and most 
active women’s organizations in the city. 
Among them is the woman's auxiliary to 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
Mrs, G. G. Green being president of it. 

(Mrs. Charies V. Raney is president of 
the woman's auxiliary to the conductors’ 
union and Miss Connie Whites is president 
of the woman’s auxiliary to the Atlanta 
branch of the International Typographic- 
al Union. 

That the Garment Makers’ League is a 
well organized institution that accom- 
plishes what its principles and objecis 
stand for, was proven here a short time 
ago, when, according to the constitution 
and by-laws of the league, the members 
were to work only nine hours a day and 
for certain wages agreed to as their right. 

An issue was sprung, and for two days 
representatives from the manufacturers 
negotiated, with representatives from 
members of the Garment Makers’ League, 
with the result that the league was vic- 
torious. The wages demanded were 
agreed to, and the time of work limited 
to nine hours. 

This is an incident of the part woman 
has played in the labor problem, 


First Auxiliary in Atlanta. 

The first woman's auxiliary to any labor 
union was formed in Atlanta two years 
ago through the efforts of Mr. C. C. Hous. 
ton, Mr. B. L. Sutton and Mr. Press Hud- 
dleson, when the woman's auxiliary to 
the Atlanta division of the International 
Typographical Union was formed. Very 
soon afterwands a similar organization 
was established in Omaha, and now there 
are innumerable women’s auxiliaries, tak- 
ing a conspicuous part in the various 
movements stirring the labor unions, in 
all parts of the country. 

In an interview with Mrs. C. C. Hous- 
ton, treasurer of the woman's auxiliary 
of the Atianta Typographical Union, she 
gave some very interesting information 
Dertaining to the work, 

“Our membership includes the wives and 
daughters of the union men, and our 
work grows broader and more interesting 
each day,’’ she said. 

“Our first interest is to look after the 
families of the union men in case of sick- 
ness or death, or in case of troubles or 
afflictions of any kind, where a friendly 
aid is needed. 

“Then we have inaugurated a social 
life. among our people that is mutually 
beneficial, and not’ only has its happy 
results among the. women of our auxil- 
iary, but is proving an influenee in: bring- 
ing the men of the Union in closer touch. 
At the entertainments we arrange period- 
ically the men aré enabled to meet one 
another in their leisure hours, and to 
make friends that would otherwise be 
impossible to them, if they were depend- 
ent upon making them in their daily rou- 
tine of life, or through the meetings of 
their own organizations. 

‘‘Many of the entertainments given are 
for the benefit of some particular purpose, 
one of our features of interest at pres- 
ent being the care of our burial lots in 
the cemetery. The union already has a 
lot of its own there, around which we are 


} erecting a granite wall. Later we hope to 


have a monument that will in every way 


be worthy its object and a credit to the |

loyalty and earnestness of purpose of our 
women.” 

When asked if the women of the aux- 
iliaries in any way interested themselves 
in the political questions that agitate the 
unions from time to time, Mrs. Houston 
hastened to reply: 

“Indeed, we do, and at our meetings 
we take up and discuss the very questions 


are doubly our interests—as women and 


whose very lives, I may say, are bound 
up in the issues of the labor problem of 
today. 

‘‘We formulate plans by which we can 


they may be doing in the nature of se- 


beneficial to labor, and endeavor to do 


great commonwealth.”’ 

When asked about the laws governing 
the various women’s auxiliaries in all 
parts of the country, Mrs. Houston stated 
that they were with few exceptions ex- 
actly like those adopted by the Atlanta 
women, ‘‘for when our auxiliary was first 
organized here we were written to from 
all parts of the country for our constitu- 
tion and bylaws, and feel very proud that 
we were the first to inspire organization 
among the wives and daughters of the la- 


bor people.” . 


Women Wage Earners Protected. 

Probably nothing more forcibly encour- 
ages the interest that women should have 
in the labor unions than the fact of their 
protection as to wages, ior it is one of 
the rules of the unions that the women 
belonging to them, and doing the same 
work that does her male co-worker, shall 
receive the same wages. Here in the 
Atlanta Typographical union there are 
fourteen or fifteen young women who 
receive the same wages that do the men 
who are similarly employed. Among 
those well known of these young women 
are Misses Alice Liddell, 8S. L. Cunning- 
ham, Fannie Hicks, Ida Langston, Helen 
Muller, Carrie Ronsey, Leona Sanders. 
They are enthusiastic members of the 
union, and probably feel that the men 
of the organization are under just a lit- 
tle obligation to them, for it was a 
woman member who first brought before 
the International Typograpical union the 
suggestion which afterwards became the 
enforced law, that members of this union 
should work only six days out of the 
week. The members on newspapers here 
work eight hours a day, and those doing 
job work extend their time to nine hours 
a day. 


Woman’s Label “League of Macon. 


While the women of Atlanta are work- 
ing in organized effort with the labor 
unions, there are similar movements be- 
ing carried on by earnest women 
throughout the state. At a recent meet- 
ing of the Central Labor union in Ma- 
con, Mrs. Storey, president of the Wo- 
man’s Label league of that city, made a 
stirring speech in which she suggested 
that “the Macon people should sweep 
their own house clean before tackling 
the sweatshop problems of New York 
and other large cities.’’ The Macon Press 
report of her address states: 

“She said there are plenty of sewing 
girls in Macon today making shirtwaists 
for ladies at 10 and 12 cents apiece, with 
no prospect of getting a better price for 
their work unless the humane people of 
the community take up their cause. She 
said the girls had started in to do work 
at a cheap price, and were continuing 
at it without knowing how to do better. 
She said she paid 30 and 40 cents for the 
work done on her waists, and she would 
be ashamed to let anybody dp that much 
sewing for her for less, but she was ac- 
quainted with a great many persons who 
were heartless enough to ride all over 
town and beat down prices among the 
sewing girls until they would get their 
sewing done for 10 cents a waist, which 
is less than living "wages. Mrs. Storey 
said these girls are the ones that labor’s 
friends should rescue from _ poverty’s 
grind and wealth’s greed. 

The purpose of the Label league was 
os to be very simple. e only 
obligation that is required of members 
is that they will patronize none but em- 
ployers of union clerks, and to call for 
union label goods.
